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AMENDING THE TARIFF BILL. 


The consideration of the McKinley 
tariff bill by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee has progressed so rapidly dur- 
ing the past week that strong hopes 
are now entertained that the commit- 
tee will be able to present the report 
to the Senate during the present week. 
The members of the committee have 
found the task of making up the re- 
port in conformity with the Senate’s 
requirements entailed much more 
labor than they expected, and this 
may involve still further delay. Still, 
several have expressed their belief the 
report will be completed this week. 
Several changes have been made in 
the sections of the bill which had pre- 
viously been passed over. Among 
these is the imposition of a duty of one 
cent per pound on degras oil or grease, 
and the placing of sulphuric acid on 
the free list. The bill as it passed the 
House provided a duty of one quarter 
of one cent per pound on sulphuric 
acid, and placed degras on the free 
list. The influence brought to bear 
on the committee by consumers of sul- 
phuric acid is said tohave been of the 
strongest character, but the other 
change was made in deference tothe 
interest of competing industries, which 
were represented by an influential 
member of the committee. Protests 
against the change on acid have since 
been made by chemical manufactures, 
and on degras by the leather interest, 
and it is possible that these changes 
may yet, be reconsidered. As the commit- 
tee’s report will give the reasons which 
induced it to make the changes the 
public will learn the character of the in- 
fluence and evidence on which the com- 
mittee based its action. As the action of 
the committee in making one of these 
changes is notin line with the general 
policy which has governed its action, 
and also that of the framer and pro 
moters of the original bill, the report 
is awaited with much interest by all 
whose business will be affected by 
these changes. Although the bill may 
be presented to the Senate this week, 
there is little prospect of an early solu- 
tion of the tariff problem. The bill 
will be discussed in the Senate where 
doubtless various amendments will be 
offered, and when finally passed by 
that body it will again be sent to the 
House. If that body does not accept 
the changes a conference committee 
will be in order, and the report of this 
committee, if an agreement is reached, 
will then have to be ratified by both 
branches of the national legislature 
before a tariff law is enacted. It will 
be seen, therefore, that there is little 
prospect of a speedy solution of this 
vexed and much muddled problem. In 
the meantime the business of the coun- 


try is made to suffer.

THE REBATE ON ALCOHOL SALES. 


The Distilling and Cattle-Feeding 
Company, better known as _ the 
‘Whiskey Trust,” has hit upon a 
scheme for preventing outside compe- 
tition. The plan will not commend 
itself to consumers of alcohol, but at 
present they are powerless to prevent 
its operation. As stated inour mar- 
ket report last week, through the 
recent adoption of a rebate plan out- 
side distillers are practically shut out 
of the market. Ostensibly consumers 
are not compelled to buy exclusively 
from the Trust. An inducement to do 
so is offered to them in the shape of a 
rebate of five cents per gallon, payable 
at the end of each six months. To ob- 
tain this rebate, however, the buyer 
must agree not to purchase alcohol 
from anyone but the Trust’s author- 
ized agents, under pain of losing all 
claim to the rebate, on what he has 
bought or may buy from these agents. 
That is where the full significance of 
the arrangement is made evident. 
Dealers and consumers who have been 
in the habit of buying the low-priced 
outside lots occasionally coming to this 
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market, must abandon such opportu- 
nities if offered in the future, or lose 
the rebate they would otherwise have 
been entitled to on Trust goods. 
If they accept the first alternative they 
will be obliged to depend entirely up- 
on an,as yet, uncertain and inadequate 
source of supply. That the necessities 
of their business will not permit them 
todo. If they adhere to the rebate 
agreement and sacrifice the opportu- 
nity to occasionally buy cheaper else- 
where, the market will be closed to 
outside producers until they are strong 
enough to meet the Trust on equal 
terms. This scheme to control the 
market may bean ingenious one, but 
will not raise that institution in the 
estimation of the trade, and is calcu 
lated to encourage the rapid growth 
of independent producing interests. A 
movement of considerable importance 
has already been started in this city 
by wholesale dealers and large con- 
sumers, the object of which is to force 
the Trust to come toterms. A sharp 
and decisive struggle is promised. 
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OHIO PETROLEUM CERTIFICATES. 


The steady contraction of the 
amount of National Transit certifi- 
cates outstanding has caused a feeling 
of uneasiness in the several exchanges, 
and various schemes have been sug- 
gested to ward off a danger that lurks 
behind trading in a commodity of 
limited and constantly decreasing sup- 
ply. The feasibility of dealing in Ohio 
oil has been discussed, and altbough 
at first the suggestion was regarded as 
impracticable there has latterly been 
a change of sentiment, and were Ohio 
oil certificates available they would 
doubtless soon become a popular spec- 
ulative commodity. President Wilson, 
in his annual report to the Consoli- 
dated Stock and Petroleum Exchange, 
referring to this matter said: ‘‘ There 
are many reasons why this step should 
be taken at the earliest date possible, 
for it will do much towards reviving a 
business which should not be allowed 
to fall into decadence.” The active 
traders on the local exchange are in 
full accord with the views of their 
chief, but appear to be at a loss for 
means to bring about the result de- 
sired. At Oil City a move has been 
made, the following resolution having 
been submitted : 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of the ex- 
change that the trade would be broadened by 
the opportunity of dealing in Lima oil, and 
this exchange hereby requests the Buckeye 
Pipe Line to entertain the matter with the 
view of meeting the wishes hereby expressed. 

The resolution failed to pass, as the 
members believed there should be a 
concert of action on the part of all the 
excharges, and this is now being agi- 
tated. As the stock of Ohio oil is now 
nearly double in amount to that of 
Pennsylvania, it is believed new life 
would be infused into speculative 
trading by the issuance of certificates 
for this formerly despised product, 
but whether the Buckeye Pipe Line is 
favorable to or would seriously enter- 
tain such a proposition has not been 


officially ascertained. 
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THE PROPOSED ENGLISH CHEMI- 
CAL UNION. 


From time to time during the past 
six months it has been reported that 
an amalgamation of the Leblanc soda 
ash interests of Great Britain had 
been practically consummated, but 
always some hitch had occurred to 
prevent the putting of the scheme into 
actual operation. For some weeks we 
have heard nothing concerning the 
project, further than that progress was 
being made toward its completion. 
The last mail brings a similar report, 
which, however, contains nothing to 
warrant the belief that the success of 
the undertaking is assured. The ne- 
gotiations that have been going on for 
the past six months have resulted in 
bringing a majority of the manufac- 
turers into sympathy with the scheme, 
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but none of them seems to be willing 
to give it active support unless it is 
demonstrated that every maker in the 
country will agree to merge his inter- 
ests into a union of the whole. 


Just at present the prospect thatthe 
five or six wealthy manufacturers, 
who have all along been opposed to 
the combination, will enter it, is no 
brighter than it was six months ago. 
These outside manufacturers, if we 
may speak of them as being outside of 
a combination that as yet has no real 
existence, are in a position to maintain 
their independence and cannot be 
forced into a combination by the prac- 
tices usually resorted to for the pur- 
pose of coercing competitors. More- 
over they have in mind the collapse of 
the Bleach Pool, because of the alleged 
greed and selfishness of some of the 
small producers who formed a part of 
it, and under any circumstances they 
would be averse to trusting their in- 
terests to such hands. Nocombina- 
tion could be successful without their 
co-operation and it would therefore 
appear that the only chance of perma- 
nent success for the proposed union 
would be through the outright pur- 
chase of these Opposing interests. As 
these wealthy manufacturers are as 
decidedly opposed to relinquishing 
proprietary interest in their business 
as they are to becoming members of a 
union, the chances for an effective al- 
kali combination are very remote in- 
deed.

CO-OPERATION AMONG SOAP 
MAKERS. 


As will be seen by reference to an 
article on another page, the National 
Soap Makers’ Association was organ- 
ized last week at a meeting in Niayara 
Falls, on the basis outlined in these col- 
umuns several weeks ago. So far, forty- 
five concerns are known to be in 
sympathy with the movement, and 
this is considered a very encouraging 
start, in fact no objections have come 
from any quarter, and this is ac- 
cepted as a strong indication that con- 
certed action is desired by the entire 
trade for the correction of certain 
grave abuses which have become 
very burdensome. The practice of 
giving prize packages, books and chro- 
mos, for instance, had become suv gen- 
eral and gradually enlarged upon,that 
it threatened disaster to many firms. 
This method of competition was pro- 
bably the primary cause of the confer- 
ances in this cityand Niagara, sessions 
having been held for twodays at the lat- 
ter place. The Association will not gov- 
ero production or prices, it being sim- 
ply formed for mutual benefit on a line 
similar to the structure of the National 
Wholesale Druggists Association. The 
next meeting will be held in Chicago 
in October, and in the meantime 
committees are to work out reforms by 
practical efforts. Considerable pro- 
gress has been made since the first call 
for a meeting was issued two months 
ago, and there is promise of the ex- 
pectations being fully realized before 
the next regular session. The gentle- 
men comprising the official Board are 
representative soap manufacturers,and 
with their influence and energy di- 
rected for the benefit of the whole in- 
dustry, it ought to present a different 
status before the present year expires.

THE ALLEGED SOAP SYNDICATE. 


The following item was sent from 
Cincinnati by the Associated Press 
last week : 

An English syndicate has purchased the 
Proctor & Gamble’s noted soap works at 
Ivorydale, near Cincinnati. The price asked 
by the firm was $7,500,000. The Englishmen 
attempted in vain to get it for less, aud finally 
had to accept these terms. 

This interesting piece of information 
proved to be another canard circu- 
lated in the interest of certain pro- 
moters who desired to pave their way 
for other undertakings of a similar 
character by giving out the impression 
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that success had rewarded their ef- 
forts in the Cincinnati case. The 
REPORTER communicated with the 
firm named and received a prompt re- 
sponse to the effect that the report 
was false, thus puncturing for the 
second time the pretentious soap 
bubble, the first denial having come 
from a Brooklyn concern several 


weeks ago. 


An investigation discloses the fact 
that an effort has been made to get an 
option on all the important soap fac- 
tories in the United States, but in 
nearly every case the overtures were 
not entertained by manufacturers, for 
the reason that they did not care to 
exhibit their books to unauthorized 
strangers, and were not anxious to dis- 
pose of valuable trade-marks, factories, 
and a business that required many 
years to build up. This does not 
signify that immense profits are real- 
ized from the industry, for we are in- 
formed that competition and the sys. 
tem of offering prizes have narrowed 
down the margin to almost a non- 
paying basis, but a change in this 
respect is promised by the co-opera- 
tive and fraternal measures adopted 
last week, as stated elsewhere. In- 
dications certainly favor progress in the 
soap industry, but not in the direction 
ofan English or any other kind of a 


syndicate. 
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THE ACETIC ACID COMBINATION. 








Attention has again been drawn to 
the market for acetic acid through the 
fact that the agreement between the 
makers will end with the present 
month and considerable interest has 
been manifested as to whether the 
manufacturers would continue the 
combination or the market again be- 


come an open one, 


The present agreement was entered 
into last November, the circumstances 
which brought about a unification of 
the interests being the customary ones 
viz: low prices and excessive competi- 
tion, with the consequent indiscrimin- 


ate cutting in order to induce sales. 


The combination worked tolerably 
well up to last spring, and prices were 
fairly well maintained. At that 
time, however, there were rumors 
afloat regarding discontent among 
the members, and on May first 
one of the makers withdrew from 
the agreement. At no time during 
the organization, had prices been put 
beyond a fairly paying basis and in 
one instance, values were actually re- 
duced by the consummation of the 
agreement. There was no valid rea- 
son, itis claimed, why prices should at 
apy time have been cut by members 
of the combination. Since the with- 
drawal of the interest before noted, it 
is said that considerable trade has been 
directed from those who observed the 
agreement and from all appearances 
this fact will prove fatal to a reorgani- 
zation of the combination,as one of the 


largest concerns interested has signi- 
fied its unwillingness to again co-ope 


rate on a schedule, at which it will 
hold its acid, because of lower offerings 


from outside parties. 


Another reason which has led the 


dealers to announce their disinclina- 
tion to again enter the combination 
undoubtedly ties in the fact that com- 
petition must be met from a new 
source, another maker having entered 
the field during the month, and while 
not a pound of acid, so far as can be 
learned, has yet been placed by this 
concern, active preparations are being 
made to manufacture the article, and 
this new product will doubtless prove 
an important factor in the making of 
prices, 

Indications are favorable for 
an open market, but whether 
values will suffer materially in conse- 
quence remains to be seen. Manufac- 
turers with one accord, state that the 
price of acid would have to be reduced 
but little to make it non paying in 
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TERESTS. 


The brief reference made in these 


columns last week to a report con 


cerning the purchase of the menhaden 
oil factories and the fleet of vessels by 
a British syndicate, has provoked not 
a little comment in the trade, and 
many persons have coincided with 
the views of the REPORTER that such 
a change was possible but not prob- 
able under existing circumstances. 
The rumor is not seriously considered 
by the pressers of oil or exporters 
for the reason that the industry is not 
an inviting one for strangersto invest 
their capital in, and that the placing of 
$3,000,000 in some other channel would 


be more lucrative. 


It is a fact, nevertheless, that an 
agent, whether authorized or not, is 
calling upon the owners of factories to 
secure options on their properties at a 
certain price, but the indications are 
that the negotiations will cease after 


that.Some parties have already named 
rather high figures and the popular 
supposition is that the value placed 
on the properties will stagger the al- 
leged capitalists eager to enter the fish 
oil business, and cause the subject to 
be dropped. The fishermen may con- 
sider themselves fortunate if they are 
relieved from further anxiety by a 
transfer of their rights, privileges and 
good will for a reasonable considera- 
tion. They have been seeking such a 
change for several years, but fate 
has been against them and every sea- 
sons’s toil has brought them closer to 
“hard pan” instead of improving their 
conditiou. Various efforts made to 
work in harmony and sustain prices 
by combination or otherwise, proved 


unsuccessfuland the industry has lost 
ground gradually by a go-as-you-please 


| view of the present cost of raw mater- 
ial, but from the course of other mar- 
kets, under similar circumstances, this 
appears to be of little consequence 
when excessive competition prevails. 


FORMING A DRUG TRADE SECTION. 


Practical steps are being taken to 
organize a drug trade section of the 
New York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation, mention of which was made 
two weeks ago in these columns, 
Chairman Fairchild has carried out 
his instructions by appointing a com- 
mittee of twelve to represent the trade 
and obtain the sentiment of wholesale 
druggists, manufacturing pharmacists 
and chemists of this city, and co op- 
erate with a committee of five 
appointed on behalf of the Board of 
Trade, to ascertain and report what 
steps are necessary to organize the 
branch. The names of the gentlemen 
having the matter in charge will be 
found on another page of this issue, 
and as the majority, if not all, of them 
are known to be enthusiastically in 
favor of the proposition, we may ex- 
pect it to go through without any 
difficulty. With Mr. Main heading 
one committee and Mr. Seabury the 
other, the trade may rest assured that 
the suggestion will not be allowed to 
drop, although sixty days have to 
elapse before the Board of Trade can 
adopt amendments to the by-laws and 
rules defining and prescribing the 
method of organizing and the govern- 
ment of trade sections. This is a new 
feature in this country and the idea 
comes from the Chamber of Commerce 
in London, where several trades are 
organized into sections with a chair- 
man and committees for each one, while 
all are under the protection of the 
larger body and receive mutual bene- 
fits. There are many advantages ina 
general organization of that character, 
and the drug and chemical trades will 
find the new departure to bea very 
convenient, economical and popular 
method of transacting business re- 
quiring co-operation and united ac-

THE PURE FUOD AND DRUG BILL. 


It was generally thought that sen- 
ate bill 3991, which was favorably re- 
ported by the Committee on Agricul- 
ture, as a substitute for bill 279, would 
be satisfactory to the several trades 
affected by the measure, and agitation 
of the subject having ceased for the 
time being, that fact was accepted as 
an endorsement of the substitute 
which is certainly a vast improvement 
over the original bill. 

Chairman Jones of the legislative 
committee of the N. W. D. A., who 
was foremost in the late struggle to 





obtain justice for the drug trade at 
Washington, is not willing that the 


system of competition which threat- 


It is safe to say that the present ne- 
gotiations will not be consummated, 
not on account of the unwillingness of 
the fishermen but because the pro- 
moters of the undertaking will not be 
prepared to accept the terms. There 
are other plans now under way for 
benefitting the industry, and while 
the REPORTER is not privileged to 
speak of their nature at present, it is 
believed that the trade will be placed 
on a much stronger basis before many 


The production of thirty m+ nhaden 
factories last season was 4,500,000 gal- 
lons of oil and 50,000 tons of scrap, and 
to bring about that result it required 
a capital of $2.500,000, the employment 
of 4,700 men, the use of 84 sailing ves- 
sels and 46 steamers. This showing 
is much better than the previous 
year, and as the fleet of vessels has 
been increased lately, we may expect a 
larger catch of fish and greater yield 


The reports of the several pipe lines 
for the month of May make an inter- 
esting exhibit and one that must prove 
very discouraging to those speculative 
operators who pefsistently array them- 
selves on the bear side. The average 
daily production during May shows a 
decrease of 900 barrels, and this, in 
view of the fact that a large increase in 
production had been confidently pre- 
dicted by the bear interest, made a 
decided impression, although the mar- 
ket did not respond to its influence, 
the reports being made public just at 
the time when a well of unusual pro. 
ductiveness had just been completed. 
The decreased production was due to 
the smaller amount of work done in 
the fields, although the average result 
was somewhat better. The deliveries 
during the month show an increase of 
140,155 barrels over those of April. 
The total deliveries were somewhat 
larger than the average during last 
year and are the largest since Janu- 
ary. This proves that the consump- 
tion is steadily increasing notwith- 
standing that the season of presumed 
smallest consumption is at hand. 
While there is a decrease in the use of 
oil for illuminating purposes during 
the summer and late spring months, 
large quantities are used in oil stoves, 
and there is, therefore, little difference 
in the home consumption during the 
different seasons. The total. stocks 
held by the several pipe lines at the 
close of the month was 10,336,292 bar- 
rels, showing a decrease during May 
of 108,470 barrels. This is some 40,000 
barrels less than the amount in stock 
at the close of February last, when the 
decrease was checked by increased 
production. Taken all together the 
monthly report makes a very bullish 
showing, which would doubtless have 
a marked effect on the speculative 
markets but for the apathy of traders. 
The amount of National Transit cer- 
tificates outstanding at the end of May 
represented 3,539,012 barrels, which is 
a deerease of 787,952 barrels during the 
month, and leaves but a very small 
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substitute bill should pass in its pres. 
ent form and has taken the trouble to 
state his objections in circular for, 
for the benefit of the Association mem.

The Government does not propose to do 
more than the States have pewer to do, and 
by no means as much, in fact. 

The utility, as well asthe propriety of jp. 
truding the authority of the General Govyerp. 
ment upon the States, may well be questioned 
under the circumstances. 

It is evident that adulteration may be tar. 
ried on extensively, indefinitely indeed, within 
state and tetritorlal limits; if tinrestraiued by 
State laws, and that the general governinent 
is powerless to prevent it. 

It is, therefore, to state laws, and not to 
enactments of the general government, that 
the people of the United States must look for 
adequate protection in this particular direg. 
tion. 

The term “for other purposes” should not 
be used in the title of any bill. Itis a meap. 
ingless and unsate expression, and there ig no 
necessity for such phraseology, it there jg 
nothing to conceal, and if the real purport of 
a bill is outlined in its title. 

The object of Mr. Jones is to atouie 
fresh interest in the proposed legisla. 
tion on adulteration, and by exposing 
the true meaning of the bill now pend- 
ing create opposition to its passage, 
Heis perfectly familiar with the sub- 
ject in all of its bearings, and is well 
qualified to advance suggestions of 
improvement. The objections have 
good foundation, and they should be 
carefully considered by the individual 
members of the trade who can con- 
municate with their senators and rep- 
resentatives with the view of making 


changes where necessary.

Messrs. W. W. Lawrence &Co., of Pittsburg, 
recommend the following test for linseed oil, 
to detect adulteration: Take a test tube, or a 
long 20z bottle; pour in equal parts of the 
linseed oil to be tested, and common nitric 
acid (say one-half ounce of each). Shake the 
mixture well, and let it stand for twenty 
minutes, If the oil is pure the upper portion 
will be a straw color,and the lower portion 
colorless. Even five per cent. adulteration 
will change the upper portion to dark brown 
or black,and the lower stratum te dark yellow 
or bright orange, according to the material 
used as an adulterant.

John Prescott and J. C. Gibney, of Little 
Washington, Pa., have leased 31,000 acres of oil 
lands in Calhoun and Gilmer counties, W. Va., 
and will sink oil wells. 


Tke Owl’s Head Oil Co. has been organized 
at Washington, Pa., with W. H. McFarland, of 
Taylorstown, Pa., president, and T. E. Smith, 
of Tyler county, secretary, to develop oil 
lands in Tyler and Wetzel counties, W. Va.

Nine of the offices and crew of the tank 
steamship Energle were taken into custody at 
Philadelphia last Friday by direction of the 
United States District Attorney, charged with 
being concerned in the attempt to smuggle a 
quantity of wine, gin and brandy ashore from 
that vessel on Wednesday night. 


Last Saturday the nitro-glycerine works of 
Carterline & Co., located four milos east of 
Findlay, 0., was entirely destroyed by an ex- 
plosion. The works contained five tens of 
nitro-glycerine. The shock was felt at a dis- 
tance of forty miles in every direction. ‘As 
no one was in or near the works no lives were

The exports of Russian petroleum during 
April were as follows: to Asiatic ports, 
398,411 cases; to Hamburg, 7,116 barrels in 
bulk; to Amsterdam, 14,960 barrels in bulk; to 
London 12,715 barrels, and to other English 
ports, 17,220 barrels in bulk, to Italy, 50,040 
barrels, and to Trieste and Fiume, 16,500 bar- 
rels all in tank steamers. 


C. E. Curtis’s well on the Shattuck farm was 
torpedoed last Thursdry with 220 quarts of 
glycerine at a depth of 1,812 feet. This is the 
largest shot that has been putin any well for 
many months. Water and rocks were thrown 
fully 100 feet above the derrick and the earth 
wasshaken fora considerable distance. The 
well shows up for abont 10 bbls, 


Thomas W. Phillips, of New Castle, the 
largest individual oil producer in Pennsylva- 
nia, is reported to have sold out his business 
to the Forrest Oil Company, the consideration 
being not quite $1,000,000.-The property trans- 
ferred includes 125 producing welis, with a 
daily output of 1,300 barrels; and 7,423 acres of 
Butler county territory, part of which is as 
yet undeveloped. Mr. Phillips’ name has been 
associated with the petroleum business ever 
since the exciting days of the early sixties. 


Another great pipe-line is to be built from 
the Ohio oil flelds to Chicago, similar in size 
and capacity to the one now in operation. The 
new pine line will be built of six-inch tube, 
the same as the pregent one, and will be laid 
alongside the first one, beginning in Wood 
County, near Cygnet, thence down to Findlay, 
from which point it will follow the Lake Erie 
and Western Railroad to Lima, and from there 
along the right-of-way of the Chicago and 
Atlantic Railroad to South Chicago. 

At Bangor, Me., last Wednesday, a fire de- 
stroyed two large buildings at High Head, at 
the oil station of the Portland Kerosene Oil 
Company. Five tanks close by were in great 
danger, and the manhole of one was blown off, 
but the tanks were saved without much dam- 
age. Inthe buildings were about 50 barrels 
of oil and many empty barrels, all of which 
were burned. About 3,000empty barrels on the 
wharf were saved. Loss about $4,000 to $5,000; 
some insurance, 


J. West’s No: 3 well on the Van Vieck farm 
near Limestone, N. J., pumped and flowed 
forty barrels the first four hours. It made 
four big flows, the first over the top of the 
derrick. before it could be connected. It was 
not expected that a gusher would be struck 
at this point, as they were yet in the firstsand, 
This well is located 2,000 feet north of No. 2, 
which started off at 200 bbls. recently. It is 
680 feet deep and 40 feet in sand. The pay 
streak in No. 2 was struckin the second sand, 
160 feet deeper. 

A movement is on footin the Ohio fields to 
lessen the hours of labor of the well drillers 
by introducing a third tour and a new divison 
of time; adding 50 per cent. to the laboring 
force and crediting back to the laborer 33% 
per cent. of leisure. At present twelve hours 
constitutes a driller’s day, the time being de- 
vided into two tours, the day begining and 
ending at high moon and midnight. The 
change would entail a large increase in the 
cust of drilling a well or serious reduction in 
the wages of the drillers, and this is the diffi- 
culty to be overcome. 

The Supreme Court of Appeals, of West 
Virginia, decided in favor of the plaintiffs in 
an oil case involving $100,000. The tract in- 
volved is but thirty acres, situated in Monon- 
galia county,and the parties to the suit are 
James M. Guffey and Michael Murphy, plaint- 
iffs, and E. M. Hukill, defendant. Inthe lease 
held by the defendant, though older than 
that of the plaintiffs, a name was wanting, 
which destroyed its validity, and the defend- 
ant was thrown out of court on a legal tech- 
nicality. The case has been appealed to the 
Supreme Court of West Virginia. 


Charles A. Miller, of the Eclipse Lubricating 
Company, charged John A. Libby, before 
Justice Goetting in Brooklyn, with opening 
and reading a sealed telegram addressed to 
the company, in violation of the law. In his 
complaint Mr. Miller alleged that Libby was a 
rival of his in the lubricating oil business and 
occupied the premises formerly held by the’ 
eompany which he (Miller) represented. The 
sealed telegram in question, it was alleged, 
was sent to Libby’s place, and was opened and 
read by him. It was an order for goods, and 
it was charged Libby filled it.

The Window Glass Shut Down. 

Mr. James A. Chambers, of Pittsburg, who 
has been in Washington looking after the 
American window glass interests in the tariff 
Measure now before the Senate, passed 
through this city last Saturdaay on his way 
home. A representative of the REPORTER, 
who met him in the office of Mr. D, A. Rob- 
erts, asked him if it were true that many of 
the manufacturers would ignore the agree- 
ment to shut down on the 14th, and continue 
in operation until July 1. 

“Itis not true,” he replied. “ Eighty per 
cent of the entire number of fact >ries 
in the country will go out of blast 
to-day. That represents 1,000 pots out of a 
total of 1,250 that bave been inoporation. All 
the factories in the Pittsburg district will shut 
down, a8 well asail the factories in Findlay. 
Two or three factories in Muncie and some of 
the Bellaire works will continue to run until 
the end of the month. The Bellaire people 
have had a good deal of trouble in getting 
gas this season, and they will have to keep go- 
ing a little longer, to accumulate some stock 
and fill orders. 

“The New Jersey and Baltimore factories 
refused the arrangement of the western man- 
ufactories and will continue to turn out 
glass. Altogether only about 250 pots will 
continue in operation after to-day,and of that 
number 200 are located east of the Alleghany 
mountains.” 

“Stocks in the hands of manufacturers are 
pretty light, though here and there may be 
found individual cases where a factory hasa 
good supply. In Pittsburg stocks are consid- 
erably below the average. The jobbers, 
though, are pretty well filled up, but the 
probabilities are that glass will be scarce be- 
fore the factories go into blastagain. The 
demand is good for this time of yearanda 
little above the average of last spring. I do 
not look for any advance in prices and there 
will certainly be no reduction. The market 
now is very firm.” 


In pursuance of action taken at a prelimi- 
nary meeting held in New York, May lith,a 
meeting of soap manufacturers was held at 
the Cataract House, Niagara Falis, on June J1. 
Representatives from thirty prominent houses 
in different parts of the country were pres- 
ent, and letters of regret and sympathy with 
the objects of the gathering were received 
from about fifteen other manutacturers. 

Mr. Samuel Colgate was called to the chair, 
and Mr. E. A. Bell, of Buffalo, and Mr. J. H. 
Ricker, of Milwaukee, were appointed secre- 
taries. Several sessions were held, covering 
two days, at which there was a frank and 
friendly interchange of views, concerning the 
condition and interests of the trade, and the 
opportunity was taken advantage of to bring 
about personal relations among a number of 
gentlemen who had previously known each 
other only as competitors in business, 

The practical result of the gathering was 
the formation of the National Soap Makers’

Charles J. Best and T. J. Lockwood, of Mar- 
ietta, applied to Judge Jackson in the United 
States Court last Saturday, for an injunction 
against the Two Brothers Island Oil Company 
and the appointment of a receivership over 
island No. lof the group, which constitutes 
the best oil territory in West Virginia. In 
their sworn writ of attachment the plaintiffs 
claim $200,000 damages for the way the com- 
pany has handled the oil works on No. 2. The 
oil product even now is rated at from 200 to 
400 barrels daily and the whole plant is valued 
at $1,000,000. A temporary injunction has 
been granted, with bonds placed at £30,000, 
while the receivership question is being held 
under consideration. 

The recent discovery of oil and gas along 
the banks of the Mercer County, O., reservoir 
has led to the formation of two large syndi- 
cates, in which are a number of eastern cap- 
italists, whose object is to lease the entire 
tract. It covers 16,000 acres, and one of the 
syndicates has offered an annual rental of 
$48,000 or $480,000 for a ten years’ lease, the in- 
tention being to drill wells and take the oil 
from under the water. The fields in the vic- 
inity of the reservoir, which is the main 
teeder of the Miami and Erie Canal, are the 
most productive in the State and there is 
every evidence that strong wells can be found 
under the water. The reservoir is filled with 
the finest lake fish, and the only obstacle in 
the way of perfecting the lease is the fear 
that the water will become coutaminated 
from the waste oil. It isclaimed that a plan 
to prevent this has been devised, and the syn- 
dicate offers to enter into bonds to keep the 
waste oil out of the water. 


La Nature has recently given a detailed de- 
scription of a new method of oiling the sea by 
means of an invention of an Austrian, M. Silas. 
Couclusive trials have been made with it at 
several French ports and by a French war 
ship, and the results have been very satisfac- 
tory. A hollow cylindrical-shaped wooden 
vessel, about one and a half feet long and two 
inches in diameter, containing about half a 
pint of oil, is fired from a small mortar pro- 
vided for the purpose. This oil-bearing shell 
is suitably ballasted, so as to float vertically, 
and a very simple contrivance permits of the 
oil escaping almost directly the shell falls into 
the sea. The cylindrical shell has three holes 
pierced in its sides. These holes are covered 
with blotting paper before the cylinder is fired 
from the mortar. The action of the water de- 
Stroys the blotting-paper at once, and the 
water, entering the cylinder by these holes, 
forces out the oil by virtue of the difference 
of their densities. In an experiment made 
when the sea was heavy, it was found that the 
cylinder emptied itself of oil, and filled with 
water that took its place, in about ten min- 
utes. The dangerous break was taken off the 
sea by the thin film of oil that covered the 
sea’s surface in a large circular spot of about 
3,000 square feet.

New Zealand—The Kauri Gum Land. 


BY HON. J. CO. FIRTH, OF AUCKLAND.

New Zealand, the distant English colony 
whence America draws a large portion of the 
gum used in the manufacture of varnishes, 
has many points of interest to Americans. It 
isinhabited by men of the same blood as 
themselves; it has institutions very similar to 
those of the United States. Indeed, the dis- 
tinguished statesman, Sir George Grey, the 
author of the New Zealand constitution, took 
the United States constitution for his model. 

The climate is mild, bracing and genial. In 
the north, people sleep under two blankets in 
winter, under one in summer, and generally 
wear the same clothing the yearround. The 
isiands are very fertile, the average of the last 
wheat harvest being twenty-seven bushels per 
acre. Trees, plants and fruits from almost 
every country thrive well. The English tur- 
nip, and all English fruits, with orang sand 
lemons are cultivated with success, 

New Zealand is about the size of Great Bri- 
tain. It is about 6,000 miles southwest of San 
Francisco, has a white population of 600,000, 
with 40,000 Maories or brown skinned people. 
The imports in 1889 were about $32,000,000, the 
exports $15,500,000, Gold, silver, coal, timber 
and kauri gum are among its chief natural 
products. Immense forests of kauri pine ex- 
istin the North Island, mingled with many 
trees remarkable for their stately beauty, and 
valuable for every purpose. Very handsome 
furniture woods, red,brown, yellow and white 
abound. The forests are evergreen, and at 
ceatain seasons are brilliant with floral beau- 
ty. Wild vines, creepers and ferns in endless 
variety make the forests gay with perennial 
greenery. The giant kauri, however, is un- 
doubtedly the monarch of the forest. This 
noble tree frequently towers aloft for 150 feet, 
then spreads above the tops of all its compan- 
ions into a grand crown of leafy beauty. The 
timber, or “lumber” of the kauri is used for 
every purpose; ship building, house building, 
decking, flooring, heavy beams,doors and fur- 
niture. It is probably the best all round for- 
est tree to be fouad in any country. 

One of its remarkable products, most inter- 
esting to the readers of this journal is the kau- 
ri gum, found exclusively in the Auckland 
district. This valuable natural product is dug 
from the ground, covered in ancient times 
with forests of kauri, but where now no trace 
of a tree exists. The area of these gum lands 
is probably not much under two million acres 
Since 1856 the quantity of kauri gum exported 
from Auckland to the present date has 
amounted to 123,767 tons. The annual export 
of kauri gum is now over 7,000 tons, of 
which in 1889 4,342 tons were exported to the 
United States,and 2,809 tons to England. 

The rise or fall in Auckland in the price of 
kauri gum, is not due to any probability of 
the exhaustion of the gum fields, but to the 
circumstance that when the price is low, the 
gum diggers resort to other occupations, They 
“fold their tents like the Arabs and as silent- 
ly stealaway.” “Then the supply of gum in 
the Auckland market falls off, and the price 
advances. The advance in price, if considera- 
ble, again attractsthe gum diggers, when the 
supply of gum rapidly increases, and aftera 
time, the price again falls, with results as be- 
fore. For very many years the kauri gum 
fields will not be exhausted. Prices will not 
be influenced by any intelligent fear of such 
remote exhaustion, but by the usual trade in- 
fluences of demand and supply.

A Petroleum Well Fire. 


A peculiar and for a time appalling-looking 
accident occurred last Wednesday at Snee & 
Company,s oil well No. 1, near Murrinsville. 
This is the well that came in a few days before 
flowing from 1,500 to 2,000 barrels a day, and 
then suddenly dropped down to a compara- 
tively small output, The well was agitated 
and the flow increased, but the original vol- 
ume not restored. It was apparent that there 
wasan obstruction somewhere in the hole, 
and it was decided to clean it out with a six- 
quart nitro-glycerine squib. About 4 o’clock 
in the morning, after the well had cleared 
and the flow sunk down,the squib was hung in 











the well. Before it could be exploded the acci- | 


dent occurred. A sudden gas pressure forced 
the stream of oil upward, and the squib was 
shot up in the derrick, where the concussion 
exploded it. The report was like that of 
heavy artillery, and the ground for a great 
distance around shook as though moved by an

earthquake. The derrick was wrecked anq 
began burning, the flames communicating to 
the stream of oil flowing from the well. The 
burning Ojl spread rapidly over the ground 
and the workmen, who almost miraculously 
escaped death in the explosion, were obliged 
to flee to avoid being enveloped in the burp. 
ing fluid, which ran in burning streams like 
80 many fiery serpents. 

Mr. James McKelvey, President of the Pittg- 
burg Petroleum Exchange, who is interesteq 
in the well, was in the hotel at Murrinyilie 
when the explosion occurred. 

He said that when he heard the report he 
thought a boiler had exploded. “Dressing 
myself hastily,” said Mr. McKelvey, “TI hag- 
tened out to see what had occurred My sur. 
prise may be imagined when I beheld the 
strange and frightful sight of huge streams of 
flame pouring over the ground all around the 
well. It was enough to freighten anyone, and 
the workmen afterward admitted that the oc- 
currence scared them half out of thcir wits, 
and it wassome time before they could com. 
prehend what bad happened. 1 was appre. 
hensive lest the flames should reach the tanks, 
but favorable winds kept. the fire from pro. 
gressing in that direction. When TI learned 
that the men were safe and that there was no 
danger of the tanks exploding, I felt greatly 
relieved, and I watched thederrick and other 
inflammable material about the well crumble 
to ashes. There was no way of putting out 
the fire, and all one could do was to stand by 
and look atit. An odd occurrence was the 
breaking of a drilling bit by the explosion, It 
wasa piece of steel weighing, perbaps, 250 
pounds, and it was snapped in two in the mid- 
die as clean as you like.” 


The sound of the explosion attracted many 
people from the surrounding country, and 
those who got up at that early hour to see 
what had happened were repaid with a sight 
that few people ever witn2ssed. Standing be. 
yond the range of the rivulets of burning oil, 
it looked as though the very ground was being 
consumed by the fire. 

When the fire had sufliciently spent itself 
the workmen plugged up the well until new 
connections can be made, 

All of the men had their clothing and shoes 
slightly damaged by the burning oil, but ne 
one was seriously injured. 

Charley Holman, who also has an interest in 
the well and the 135-acre lease on which it is 
located, was also on the ground when the ex- 
plosion took place. He is known in Pittsburg 
as one of the boldest speculators on the local 
exchange. Tne manner in which he secured 
his interest in the well illustrates his *nerve” 
in the oil business. A sixteenth interest in 
the well and lease was two weeks ago offered 
to every man on the Pittsburg Exchange for 
$500. Every one was afraid to touch it. When 
Holman heard of it he offered $250 cash on the 
spot and agreed if the well did 30 barrels for 
thirty days he would pay $500 additional. Hs 
offer was accepted. His sixteenth interest is 
now said to be worth $10,000, He senta 
message to the exchange saying that the well 
was a “dandy,’’ and he wiil now give more 
attention to bis producing interests und less 
to the “bull ring,”’ where his stentoriuu tones 
in whooping the market up will be sadly 
missed. Mr. McKelvy received a telegram 
saying that the well was again tlowing nicely 
and the work of buiding a new derrick had 
been commenced. He suid: “We did not 
strike a ‘whale,, but we have asplendid well 
and control very vaiuable leases surrounding

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A Presbyterian Petroleum Well. 

The Forest Grove Presbyterian congrega- 
tion is in luck. The little one-story frame 
chapel in which the members worship is 1o- 
cated right in the center of the new Groveton 
oil field, between Chartiers and Coraopolis, 
The stately oak trees in the immediate vic- 
inity of the church are being rapidly felled to 
furnish the foundations for a fcrest of oil 
derricks. Already there are thirty derricks 
surrounding the original Vandergrift gusher, 
which came ia on the Young farm last April, 
and which is still flowing about 7v0 barrels & 
day. 

Tne Forest Grove congregation owns sev 
eral acres of the best territory in the district, 
When the Vandergrift well was struck, oil 
men rushed into the field to secure leases. 
They found the good deacons knew how to 
drive a bargain, and for three small patches of 
grounithe congregation received $2,700 cash 
bonus. Three good producers have been 
brought in the past week, with an aggregate 
output of about 1,000 barrels a day. These 
give the church people a daily income of $125 
from royalties, in addition to the cash bonus, 
The latest well to come in is owned by Garrett 
& Co. is Jocated just across the roadway from 
the little white parsonage occupied by Kev. 
Jobn J. Beacom and family. Since this well 
came in ijast Thursday it has been flowing 
steadily at the rate of 500 and 600 barrels 4 
day.

' great interest in the wells, especially Rev 
Mrs. Beacom, who can sit on the porch i® 
front of the parsonage and watch the amber 
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uid foaming into the tanks. Every time 
each of the thee wells flows it means more 
dollars in royalties for the church, and visions 
of a brown-stone replacing the unpretentious 
chapel. Yesterday afternoon when the Gar- 
rit & Co. well made an extraordinary 
fow, the oil sprayed over the top of the tank 
and formed a little pool on the ground. One 
of the lady spectators exclaimed: “Is there 
no way to save that spray? It’s a pity to waste 
gdrop of the precious stuff.”’ 

{Two more rigs are being erected on the par- 
sonage lot, and in all probability wells will be 
put down on the “hitching lot’—a plot of 
ground just opposite the church, where far- 
mers hitch their teams while attending ser- 
yices. If these wells come in as good as the 
others the church will have an income from 
royalties amounting to $7,500a month, or at 
the rate of $90,000a year. The staying qual- 
ities of the Vandergrift well leads the mem- 
pers to believe that they are none too san- 
guine. 

HE IS THEIR GUIDING LIGHT, 

“Pastor” Beacom, asthe oil men refer to 
him, is looked upon as a “Mascot” by drillers, 
who cite numerous instances of luck which 
they now ascribe to providential interference, 
possibly due to the preacher's petitions. One 
of the new wells has been dubbed “Old Hun- 
dred” because of the following revised version 
of the familiar hymn which one of the urillers 
has tacked up on the derrick: 

Praise God from whom all blessings flow, 

Praise Him for putting oil below; 

Praise Him, ye drillers, give hearty thanks, 

Praise Him for the overflowing tanks. 

He says he wants to get within the circle of 
Presbyterian intluence—at least so far as the 
oil business is concerned. While there is con- 
siderable jesting on the subject, it is neverthe- 
less apparent from the talk that the drillers 
trace some connection between the rich 
strikes at Groveton and the little church on 
the bill. 

The present daily production of the field is 
estimated at 3,000 barrels from 11 wells, The 
Graham & Gailey well was shot yesterday 
with 80 quarts of glycerine, but failed to re- 
spond, Several wells are due to get the sand 
this week, and derricks are going up inall 
direcvions. 

Besides the Fort Pitt Gas Company, which 
was the pioneer in the field, Garrett & Co,, 
Graham & Gailey and L. W. Mellon are cpera- 
ting. Mr. Melion is a nephew of Judge Mellon, 
the Smithfield street banker, and although 
avery young man,isa hustler, and has quite 
an extensive production. Besides his leases 
in Allegheny and Butler counties he controls 
1,000 acres in Greene county, on which he has 
commenced drilling. If this should prove 
to be good territory he will be one of the 
youngest and richest oil producers in the 
State.—Pittsburg Gazette. 
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The Petroleum Vrade of Rotterdam. 


REPORT BY CONSUL W. E. GARDINER, 

During the years from 1883 to 1829, inclusive, 
the deliveries of petroleum from the ports of 
the United States to the port of Rotterdam 
increased from less than 200,000 to more than 
60,000 barrels per year. The Secretary of the 
Rotterdam Chamber of Commerce supplies 
official figures.

0 acquired a firm foot-hold in Great 
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Britain, has lately leased a large area of land 
and river frontage from the municipality of 
Rotterdam. This tract is now being improved 
for the erection of pumping works, storage 
tanks, barrel factories, and other needful 
equipment for a mammoth European oil 
depot. “There ison the continent,” say the 
Officers of this company, “no better port of 
delivery and distiibution than Rotterdam.” 
And (digressing briefly) it is to be aftirmed 
that they are quite right. The facilities at 
Rotterdam for the safety and convenience 
and expeditious handling of shipping of the 
largest tonnage are now pronounced fault- 
1 ss. Besides, all port charges against shipping 
are here kept rigidly at the minimum, and 
this fact contributes in no small degree to the 
growing and merited popularity of Rotter- 
dam among shippers, ship-masters, and ship- 
owners, 


In addition tu its new plant at Rotterdam, 
the Standard Oil Company, I am authorita- 
tively informed, has obtained by purchase the 
great oil-storage establishments at Bremen 
and Hamburg hitherto owned and operated 
by Reidemann & Schutte, long foremost 
among German Oil handlers. These works are 
to be at once improved by enlargement of 
storage tanks, pump houses, and barre! fac- 
tories; and even a pipe line from Hamburg to 
Berlin, distant more than 200 miles, is in con- 
templation. 

Russia is no longer seriously a competitor 
for the petroleum trade of western continen- 
tal Europe, baving substantially and of neces- 


‘sity surrendered this vast and valuable mar- 


ket to American oil producers. The aggres- 
sive work of Americans who have oil to sell 
has had much to do with this result, as has 
been noted; but the chief explanation of our 
American success is found in the quality of 
the goods off.red. American oil is better 
than Russian oil. Its average grades light 
better, smoke less, smell leas, gum less, In 
direct competition the American product 
sells for i0 per cent. more than the Russian; 
and at such bigher price it is preferred by 
buyers. Here are some “tricks of European 
trade” which suggest their own sufficient 
commentary: To deliver Russian oil into 
American tanks; to mix Russian with Ameri- 
can oil; and, when possible, to put Russian oil 
upon the European market in American bar- 
rels, 


At the five principal continental ports of 
Hamburg, Bremen, Antwerp, Rotterdam and 
Amsterdam the present deliveries of Ameri- 
can oil aggregate quite 4,006,000 barrels per 
year. The Russian oil deliveries at the same 
ports are jess than one-tenth of 4,000,000 per 
year. They are aecreasing, not increasing. 
During 1889, out of a total of 2,650,871 barrels 
of Russian petroleum shipped from Batoum, 
663,547 barrels went to Great’ Britain 
(against about 800,000, barrels of Ameri 
can oil sent to that country’ within 
the same period); 450,158 barrels went to Italy, 
Trieste and Fiume; the equivalent of 1,143,289 
barrels (in cases) to Penang, Batavia, and east- 
ern Asia; while only 393.877 barrels were sent 
to western continental ports. Of this quan- 
tity last named almost two thirds, or 224,302 
barrels were delivered at Antwerp. None 
came to Rotterdam. The conclusion is rea- 
sonable that America has won the western 
European oil market and holds it almost ex- 
clusively. 

At this time, according to the best informa- 
tion I am able to obtain, there are engaged in 
the bulk oil traffic with Europe—going im- 
partially to Black Sea or to United States 
ports, according as freights are profitable— 
thirty-six tank steamers having capacity of 
22,000 to 25,000 barrels each. These steamers 
require six weeks foraround trip, the time 
being nearly the sume either to Batoum, New 
York or Baltimore. They are each relied 
on to make seven round trips per year. 

As has appeared in the foregoing, the most 
of the oil shipments via these tank steam- 
ers are from American ports. It is not 
gratifying to revord the nationality of the 36 
steamers— English, 24; German, 12; American, 
not one. 
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Canada Petroleum Report. 


During the last few days figures show a de- 
cidedly upward tendency, with a very firm 
market to keep them on the move, and, taken 
altogether, matters look more interesting. A 
rise has been placed on the boards nearly 
every day during the past week, and before 
the end of the present week it is more than 
likely that a shilling over the dollar will be 
reached. It is the general opinion in the 
“circles” this week that in the near future 
values will be advanced far beyond the ex- 
pectations of the most sanguine and anxious 
producer, What with the infusion of new life 
into the old Producers’ refinery, the approach 
of next fall’s trade, and various other inevita- 
bles, the time is rapidly approaching when the 
crude market must boom. In fact the opinion 
is confidently expressed that something de- 
cidedly out of the usual course of events 
would have to take place in order to spoila 
rise in price for the producers, at any rate 
during the balance of 189). Good times are an- 
ticipated for the crude producets therefore for 
sometime, andmoney must be consequently 
more plentiful. As to what height the future 
price may attain it is unsafe to predict, but 
we would not be surprised on awakening some 


fine morning to find $1 25 being paid freely for 
round lots: 

In regard to the refined, trade oil is still 
selling at from 10% to 1l cents per gallon in 
small lots. The demand is atill somewhat 
light, but the market is more firm, and better 
times are looked for. It does not look, at 
present, as though any effort will be made to 
bring about a close market for refiners this 
fall, yet owing to the high price in crude, 
valnes must necessarily be somewhat higher. 
—Petrolia Topic. 
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The English Petroleum Markets. 


London,—This market has not had a very 
cheerful aspect during the interval that has 
elapsed since the opening of May, as, to begin 
with, that period is well known to be one of 
the dullest in the year, when the consumption 
is about at its lowest ebb, and Operations have 
been kept within narrower dimensions than 
previously. Meanwhile the arrivals, both here 
and at the outports, nave been On a consider- 
able scale, and, as the deliveries have fallen 
off, the quantities on hand have, no doubt, 
been largely augmented. Besides an absence 
of speculation, the demand from the dealers 
has not been up to ordinary expectations, and, 
excepting a temporary increase in the pur- 
chases for “forward” delivery more than a 
fortnight ago, sales generally have been of 
limited amount at bareiy the previous 
currency. The range for American refined 
early inthe month was 54d to 5%d per gal., 
taking all positions together, but lately it has 
been ashade below at57-léd to 534d for de- 
liveries between now and next December; and 
Russian oil has beensold unevenly at 5d to 
554d for similar periods, American water-white 
oil has been pressing on offer at 734d to 734d, 
whilst petroleum spirit, since a secret com- 
bination of the trade has been formed, has re- 
alized more money at 734d to 744d per gal. for 
common, and at 734d to 834d for rectified. In 
refined coal oil there is nothing of interest to 
report.

Liverpool—The depression under which this 
market has labored for so long has given way 
to an improved tone. This has mostly heen 
attributable to the more satisfactory advices 
received from America, and some reaction 
has taken place in quotations, resuiting ina 
rise of about 4d per gal.

Turpentine Prospects. 

The Savannah News of recent date contains 
the foll wing: 

The receipts of spirits turpentine are stead- 
ily falling off compared with last season, and 
the falling off has been going on for the last 
three weeks. There have been complaints 
from some sections of a scarcity of good 
bands to work the farms, although there are 
plenty of common laborers, 

The real cause for the decrease, however, is 
xaid to be the poor condition of the trees, 
which are not healthy, and which bave the 
appearance of being exhausted. This condi- 
tion is attributed to the open and dry winter 
and spring, which have caused the sap to dry 
up. The fail and winter were warm and dry. 
This condition of affairs aided the black 
headed bug in its work of cutting and de- 
stroying the tree. There are numberless 
traces of their work of destruction in the for- 
ests, which might have been lessened some- 
what bad there been frequent copious rains 
in thespring. Asit was there was very little 
moisture, and the trees are now dry and sap- 
less. 

The root of the pine goes deep into the 
ground, and it necessarily requires a consider- 
able amount of moisture and some cool 
weather to accumulate the sap, and for want 
of this the pine forests are as dry as tinder 
and the earth is cracked open in great ruts 
throughout the turpentine district. 

Going through the woods of the turpentine 
farms, agreat many dead “faces’’ are notice- 
able where the trees have become useless for 
turpentine purposes,

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In the early spring when the boxes were 
first cut they filled up rapidly and looked as 
well as they ever did on thé first “dip,” but 
apparently this about exhausted them, and 
now an examination of the boxes shows very 
little of the product. It might be helped out 
to some extent, even now, by frequent rains. 
Usually in the spring time showers are plenti- 
ful and the earth is, to a great extent, covered 
with water, sometimes a foot or more deep in 
places. This has not been the case for a long 
time, and in consequence the trees as well as 
the turpentine producers are the sufferers. 


In the beginning of the season the most 
conservative estimate of factors and produc- 
ers placed the increased yield of naval stores 
at fully 20 per cent over the product of last 
year, owing to the increased number of boxes 
cut, and their condition at the beginning of 
the year seemed to corroborate this estimate. 
The prediction was further borne out by the 
heavy and increased receipts in April and the 
early partof May. Since then the receipts 
have decreased so much that there isa very 
small difference between this season and last, 
and the estimates of the most enthusiastic op- 
erator have been reduced to abvut 4 to 5 per 
cent increase. It is now generally believed 
that future receipts will be proportionately 
less than they have been and will not by auy 
means increase over those of last year. 


CHICAGO LETTER. 
[Special correspondence of the Orn, PAINT 
AND DRUG REPORTER.] 

CHICAGO, June 14, 1890, 


The past week has been fully equal, in point 
of activity, to the second week in last June. 
In fact, the aggregate volume of transactions 
has beenin excess of the sales for the corres- 
ponding week of 1889, but the increase in the 
amount of business done cannot be said to 
have been more than normal. The month of 
June is always the heyday of crushers’ pros- 
perity, and the current month does not seem 
likely to prove an exception to the general 
rule. As regards the character of thedemand 
itisabout the same as thatofa year ago. 
Neither then nor now has the attention of the 
outside observer been called to sales of round 
lots. Buyers are as cautious now as they were 
a yeur ago, if not somewhat moreso. The al- 
leged prospect of the precipitation of a fight 
between the combination and outsiders, un- 
questionably renders consumers somewhat 
timerous. The resu't is, that the general dis- 
position is to purchase by the truckload, and 
a car lot is considered an extraordinarily good 
sale. Appropos of the possible impending 
conflict, itis worth while to mention the fact 
that several gentlemen who are popularly 
supposed to be identified with the opposition 
have been conspicuous in the corridors of one 
of the leading hotels of the city during the 
pastsix days. If there has been any confer- 
ence held, at which ideas have been inter- 
changed,the fact has been sedulously guarded, 
At the same time, there is an impression 
abroad that some sort of a consultation, how- 
ever informal, has been had. Of course, no- 
body knows what policy has been decided upon 
by either the outsiders or the Combination Co., 
The outlook for the future is by no means 
devoid of interest, and the issue of coming 
events is awaited with more or less impa- 
tience. The chief topic of discussion just 
now in oil circles is the number of presses 
which are iikely to be started at the opening 
of the coming crop year. Gossip runs rife on 
this point, but to bazard a guess would be 
practically to venture a mythical conjecture. 


The cake market is quiet, but very steady. 
Nominal quotations are $21 5V net, at Chicago. 
There isa fair inquiry for export, and some 
little demand tor home consumption. Buy- 
ers, however, are by no means clamorous, and 
do not appear to be in any pressing need of 
additional supplies. On the other hand, the 
production of cake has been reduced and the 
market has been sold up into some point in 
the future which is known only to the pro- 
ducer themselves. The fact that there is not 
likely to be any accumulation of stocks un- 
doubtedly is the cause of the present firmness. 
Even admitting that consumption is likely to 
be reduced, it seems to be tolerably certain 
that even at the reduction the demand is 
likely to be suflicient to absorb the entire 
output of the Western mills.

On Monday, there were orders for the pur- 
chase of new crop deliveries. A firm feeling 
evidently prevailed and a slight advance was 
obtainable. There were apparently few sell- 
iug orders, and offerings were light. August 
delivery was nominally about $1 32@1 82%; 
September sold at $1 21@1 82, closing at out- 
side bid, and $1 31, also obtainable for Octo- 
ber. November was nominal. Year sold at 
$1 30%. Changes of 50,000 from September 
to year delivery at lc. premium for former, 
were made. Cash No. 1 sold at $1 40, but noth- 
ing of consequence done. 

On Tuesday, the market presented no par- 
ticular change, yet the easy feeling which had 
characterized Monday's transactions still pre- 
vailed, There were moderate sales of No. 1 at 
$139. Futures continued to be only sparingly 
offered but, on the other hand, the demand was 
light. August delivery commanded about 
$1 32, September about $1 31%, while October 
and November sold at $1 31 and year was nomi- 
nally abouc $1 3044@1 334. 

On Wednesday the cash market was very 
quiet. No.l was weaker, at about lc. lower. 
Sales being effected at about $130. Even at 
this price very little was offered. In the spec- 
ulative market, there were no _ essential 
changes. Offerings were very «mall, and about 
former prices were obtainable, yet there were 
some indications which suggested the exist- 
ence of only a limited demand. August de- 
livery was nominally quotable at $132. For 
September, $1 33}4@1 34 was bid. October de- 
livery sold sparingly at $131, while there 
were transactions in November at $131. Year 
delivery was nominal only, but was quotabie 
at $1 W@1l WH. 

Thursday’s market was about steady; cash 
seed was lifeless, and there was a very small 
trade in futures. Offerings continued small 
atand about the same prices ruled. No. I 
cash seed was salable at $139 while small bag 
lots were at an discount. September delivery 
as well as October and November, sold at 
$1 31% and for year $1 30% was bid. 

Not much change was observable on yester- 
day, and there was perceptible a rather easy 
feeling. Cash No. 1 sold sparingly at $1 39. 
Futures continue only sparingly offered, but 
demand also light. August delivery was 
nominally about $1 32,September sold at $13114, 


was nominally bout $1 30@1 31. 

To-day'’s cash market was rather dull, the 
feeling being easy, with prices a shade lower, 
No. 1 brought $1 39 free on board, and about 
c higher on Friday. To-day'’s speculative 
market was dull. Offerings continue small. 
but on the other hand there seems to be no 
anxiety to purchase. August delivery was 
quotable at $1 32; September, in small lots, at 
$131i40, and October sold at $1 31; November 
was nominally $131 and year quotabie at 
$1 30@1 3044. 

Sales for the week have been as follows: 
Reported transactions in the cash market foot 
up 11 cars and 72 bags of No.1; of futures, 
there have been sold 19,000 bush. of Septem- 
ber, 43,209 bush. of October, 16,000 bush. of No- 
vember, and 1 car and 8,000 bush, of year 
delivery. For purposes of comparison it may 
be worth while to mention last week's sales, 
which were 14 cars and 36 bags of cash seed; 
while of futures there were sold 3% cars and 
2,000 bush. of August, 7 cars and 40,000 of Sep- 
tember, 6 cars and 11,000 of Owtober, 1 car and 
4C,000 bush, of year. 

The range of prices for cash seed has far 
exceeded that of the same period of last year. 
Values have fluctuated between $130 and 
$1 40, the outside limit being some 2c lower 
_than the highest price obtainable at the same 
period last year.

OIL8s, 


The cotton oil market remains in substan- 
tially the same position which it has occupied 
for several weeks past. In other words, the 
demand is slack and prices are high. Chicago 
stocks are exceedingly light, nor does there 
seem to be any likelyhood of their being re- 
plenished until buyers come into the market. 

Melters of oleo seem to be rather encour- 
aged by this week's advices trom Rotterdam. 
The Dutch market opened firm last Monday 
at about 1 fl. advance over the prices at which 
it closed on the afternoon of the preceding 
Saturday. Advices from Holland are to the 
effect that the market abroad has remained 
firm throughout the week. Notwithstanding 
all this, Dutch churners have found it impos- 
sible to ‘advance the price of their product, 
although there has existed an inquiry which 
might be said to be fairly good for the time of 
year. One of the great difficulties which the 
Holland churners have had to meet has been 
the cheapness of natural butter. Tnis week's 
sales have been rather free, yet it is evident 
that the churners are carrying rather heavy 
stocks; at least they are buying freely. Just 
now, oil is running off in rather better quality 
than it will be when the weather grows 
warmer. The abundance of fine and extra 
grades, and the comparative scarcity of fair 
and medium oil, has reduced the difference in 
values between these makes considerably, 
while inferior oil still remains exceedingly 
cheap. A private dispatch received in this 


city this afternoon is to the following ef- 
fect: “At present writing, market quiet; 
present prices likely to be maintained; 
stocks here light; output large; must be de- 
crease in production.” The total sales in 
Holland for the week have amounted to 
about 4,600 tcs., as against some 6,100 tcs. last 
week; this week's exports foot up about 3,800 
tos.,as compared with 6,613 tcs. a week age. 
The highest price paid for oleo in Rotterdam 
during the last six days has been 59 fl., from 
which values have ranged down to 51 fi.; for 
medium grades 43 to 45 fi.. while an inferior 
quality has been purchasable at 37 fi. 


PAINTS. 

On the whole, the market in paints seems to 
be as fairly active as any reasonable expecta- 
tion might anticipate. The consumptive in- 
quiry appears to be excellent, and the leading 
houses report more or less difficulty in filling 
orders. The general list remains about the 
same, and prices are being well maintained. 

There are no new features in white lead. 
Corroders are doing a fair business, but no 
more than might be ordinarily expected at 
this time of the year. Buyers appear to offer 
no criticism upon the alteration of the sched- 
tle,and the consumption seems to be going 
on about as usual. Jobbers are maintaining 
prices with a view to securing the promised 
rebates, and altogether the situation presents 
no new features, 

Dry colors are unchanged. Nobody seems 
to want quicksilver vermilion, and the indif- 
ference of buyers seems to be fairly matched 
by the disinclination of producers to sell. In 
Paris green there is a very moderate move- 
ment reported; purchasers are not specially 
numerous, perhaps because consumers have 
already supplied their wants. 

The local trade mourns the death of Mr. C- 
F. Gates. Mr. Gates was a man who suc- 
ceeded, unconsciously, in attracting to him- 
seifa large circle of friends. Even business 
rivals applauded his methods. The local 
Paint club attended his funeral in a body, and 
the Chicago trade feels that it has lost one of 
its main supports. Mr. Gates was a man 
peculiarly fitted to make friends. He 
filled a peculiar niche in Chicago which it will 
be found hard for any new man to occupy. 

DRUGS. 

The week's trade, as reported by the leading 
jobbing houses, has been fairly good. Opium 
and morphine remain in about the same pusi- 
tion as they did a week ago. Some of the 
local jobbers are already calling attention to 
the fact that the Turkish government has 
announced its intention of imposing an ex- 
port tax of $1 per pound on all opium leaving 
the ports over which the Sultan exer- 
cises apy control. Those Chicago mer- 
chants who have taken special interest 
in the revision of the tariff point 
out that the price of opium to the consumer 
is not likely to be lowered, but that the Turk- 


ish government will ultimately receive the 
tax which is now paid to the treasury at 
Washington. 

Quinine, nominally, occupies the same posi- 
tion which it bas for soms weeks past. Second 
hands are inclined to “bear” the market, 
while manufacturers’ agents seems to be en- 
tirely at sea. There is very little being done 
in the way of sales of the sulphate, notwith- 
standing the admitted fact that stocks in dis- 
tributors’ hands are running rather low. 
Consumption has not appreciated to the ex- 
tent which had been expected, and altogether 
the situation, while presenting no specially 
interesting features, cannot be said to be ab- 
solutely destitute of elements of excitement. 

The general list remains firm. Few changes 
are revorted, and most of those announced are 
in articles of comparatively minor importance, 
Powdered sugar of milk has appreciated three 
cents during the week, jobbing to day at 27c. 
Beeswax has taken another upward turn. 
What is techn’cally known as “ prime’ 
quality is quoted at 40c, 


CHEMICALS. 

In the chemical market, there does not ap- 
pear to be any phenomenal activity. There 
has been more or less demand for heavy chemi- 
cals, particularly for Engiish goods. 


Caustic soda has by no means fully re- 
sponded to the advance abroad. There are 
buyers in the market, but they are cautious 
and seem to be disposed to await the turn of 
events. The inquiry for carbonated ash seems 
to have fallen off, although there is more or 
less inquiry for deferred deliveries. Prices 
cannot be said to have undergone any ehange. 
For immediate consumption there are occas- 
ional buyers, who find themselves compelled 
to pay what sellersdeman@. Refined alkali is 
in about the same position as carbonated ash. 
Sales of caustic ash continue to be few and far 
between, and the few holders experience no 
difficulty in obtaining their own price. Some 
sales of salt cake are understood to have 
been made this week, but on private terms, 
The transactions are supposed to have been 
for future delivery, and mostly during one 
month of the year. 

Sal soda is dull, as regards inquiry, and some- 
what unsettled as to price. The competition 
to which reference has been repeatedly made 
appears tocontinue, There has been a little 
more inquiry for bleaching powder this week 
than last, and sellers say that they are able to 
obtain somewhat higher prices. 

The market for dyestuffs remains about the 
same asa week ago. A fair trade is reported, 
but dealers are not doing the business which 
they would like to do for the reason that the 
uncertainty as to the action of Congress in 
respect to the tariff is so far affecting the 
western manufacturers of woolens that a very 
considerable percentage of the mills ordi- 
narily running at this season have not yet re- 
sumed operations. CALUMET.

offesings from the West At the close tle 
merket was strong at 3 45@3 50c. 


White lead is unseetled. Since the rebate 
plan was dropped, and dealers were relieved 
from the restrictions which induced them to 
adhere closely to the corroders’ terms, they 
have returned to their former practice of 
using lead asa leader. The competition thus 
engendered has brought prices down to the 
lowest level, so much so that it is possible to 
buy even in 25-lb lots at 64c. The demand, 
however, does not increase the bulk of the 
season’s business beingtcompleted, apparently. 
The corroders +till quote strictly pure white 
lead in oil in kegs and dry white 
lead in kegs, in lots of Jess than 1,000 
lbs, 7c net; in lots of 1,000 lbs to 5 tons at 
one purchase, 644c; 5 tons to 12 tons, one pur- 
chase, 63¢c; 12 tons and over, one purchase, 
64c; dry white lead in bbls }éc per Ib less than 
price in kegs.

Cobalt Oxide—The interval since we last 
wrote has not been marked by any changes or 
particular business, the dealers continuing to 
supply their contractsin the regular way. 

Quicksilver Vermilion—The price of the raw 
material is again on the rise, but no effort has 
as yet been made to change the asking rates 
of vermilion. The market is steady with the 
demand moderate and of a jobbing nature. 

Carmine—The demand has been of the or 
dinary jobbing kind and has attracted little 
attention,being identical with that prevailing 
in former weeks. Values show no change 
from those quoted in our previous issue. 

BLUES. 

The market for blue pigments has been oniy 
moderately active since we last wrote, the 
business at hand continuing of a jobbing des- 
cription. Prices, which are considered low, 
are wholly unchanged from a week ago. 


3 REENS. 

Green pigments have continued to be taken 
to a fair jobbing extent, the parcels being for 
immediate consumption. Preyious rates rule 
with steadiness. There has been little, if any, 
new business in Paris, and it is said that job- 
bors in some instances are endeavoring to get 
rid of a portion of their supplies as they have 
apparently contracted for more than they 
can place, Previous prices are quoted aud in 
all probability there will be no further changes. 


Miscellaneous. 

Sulphate of barytes has continued very 
&carce, and prices are still firm, in conse- 
quence of the absence of supplies, the recent 
advances beirg upheld in all instances. A 
good demand continues to prevail. 

Chalk—The market is apparently weaker, 
which is probably owing to freer offerings of 
freight room. Offers to supply lots at $2 have 
been made, and we hear of a eale of 2,000 
tons, for future delivery, at this figure. The 
Egyptian Monarch bas arrived during the in 
terval with chalk, 400 tons being previously 
sold at $2 50, 

China clay has been in moderate jobbing 
demand and while business has not been 
brisk a fairly healthy feeling has prevailed. 
Prices are unchanged and the supply is ample 
for present requirements. 

Talc has continued without animation, the 
trading having been confined to small pro- 
portions. Prices are ruling within the range 
of previous quotations. 

Terra alba.—The foreign article has been 
offering rather more freely, and while prices 
are not quotably changed, tne market would 
not appear quite as firm as during the few 
weeks. No. 1 American as far as can be 
learned is practically out of the market, 
There have been some arrivals since our last 
writing, but the lots were previously placed 
and ,the stock in store has not been in- 
creased. No. 2 hus been selling in a fair 
jobbing way at unchanged prices. 

Whiting—The recent activity in this article 
does not seem to be continued to any markea 
degree, though manufacturers appear to be 
fairly satistied with the volume of trading. 
Chalk being easier, there is more opportunity 
to realize a margin, even at the extremely 
moderate prices which are ruling at present. 

Clues. 

There has been considerable movement in 
this market and a much firmer feeling is man- 
ifest, though the consuming demand continues 
moderate, and much anxiety is caused by the 
large importations now landing and afloat.

Vegetable Olis. 
TUESDAY EVENING, June 17, 1590. 

The different markets in the vegetable oil 
line are doing better. There is a noticeable 
improvement in business and prices are favor- 
ing holders in every department, although no 
change has occurred in quotations, the feeling 
being firm at previous figures. Tra e seems 
to be on a healthy basis. There is no disturb- 
ing element in any of the markets, and the 
present situation of affairs has the appearance 
of remaining for a time. 

The linseed oil market has not been altered 
a particle since last writing, and the usual 
figures of 62@64c are being realized by city 
crushers, while out-of-town oil continues to 
be quoted at 59@60c. The latter cannot be 
considered a factor in the market as the sup- 
plies coming bere are very limited. The move- 
ment of city brands is moderately active, and 
it is claimed that the offering of substitutes 
has no perceptible effect on the volume of 
business transacted by crushers. The RE- 
PORTER has made more inquiry about 
the numter of new presses to be 
put into operation this season, but 
no fresh information was obtained outside 
of confirming statements previously made in 
this column. Considerable talk has been in- 
dulged in about the probable action of the 
Lead Trust in regard to the linseed oil indus- 
try,and it may be stated here on authority 
that only ten new presses will be added to the 
Lead Trust properties to make oil for its own 
use. Five of the presses are located in Phila- 
delpbia and five in Pittsburg. Calcutta seed 
is still playing an important part in the mar- 
ket, as 120,000 bushels on the Strathclyde are 
about due at this port. 


The cotton oi] market is not on a“ boom,", 
as the general comments would indicate.Trad- 
ing was somewhat more active in this mar- 
ket and at the south during the past few days, 
but the transactions were principally confined 
to the lower refined grades which have been 
taken liberally by soap makers abroad to sub- 
stitute for olive oil and olive foots.The orders 
happened to come in at thesame time and the 
sales gave the market an unusua'ly . active 
appearance, buta quiet feeling ayain ruies. 
Most of the business was done on Mon- 
day and included 3,500 barrels off color 
summer yellow in several lots, which 
changed hands within a range of 3144@33}¥¢c, 
according to quality. The latter figure was 
paid for 500 bbis of fair grade, and 1,000 bbis 
commanded 33c, although the price is dis- 
puted, it being said that a bid of 32ic was 
accepted for that lot. Prime yellow oil hasa 
slow sale and is freely offered at 3644c, witha 
probability that 36c would buy, Holders of 
prime oil are not willing to shade prices, as 
the figures realized for the lower grades show 
an advance of @lc over previous rates, 
which is owing to the active demand. It 
seems to be the opinion that off- 
color oil will not only hold its 
own, but may appreciate in _ value, 
as the demand is likely to continue good 
to meet foreign wants. At all events, 
views are strengthen ing on the lower grades, 
while prime oil is waiting for an outlet to 
syoipathize with the advance. Crude oi) is in- 
quired for occasionally and 32c named as the 
nominal value. A recent sale consisted of 500 
bbis prime quality at 32c, and to-day two 
other transactions of 60 bbls each were re- 
ported at 3244@d3c, the latter to arrive. The 
Qvailable supply of prime crude is so limitcd 
that holders are reserved in their offerings, 
and it would not be surprising to hear of 
better figures bei g paid within the next few 
days. Wioter oils have a moderate outlet in a 
jobbing way at 44@49c,

Cocqanut oils continue to creep up the scale 
but the elevated prices are interfering with 
business, as the movement is very light. 
Importers are inclined to look for higher val- 
ues when goods on the way érrive at this port 
as most of the stock afloat has been contract- 
ed for and more money will be asked by 
second hands. Ceylon oil on the spot 1s 
quoted at 6@6l¢c, and Cochin at 6c. 

Olive oil has been selling at 5c under the 
representation that it was the Malaga pro- 
duct. This is disputed by other holders 
whose limit is 82c, but to meet competition 
80c will still purchase, although the stuck in 
store issmall. We have sales of 100 bbis in 
lots at 80@82c, according to holder. It looks 
as though the market had reached its lowest 
point this svason. 


Animaliand Fish Olis. 

There is more life to the oil and grease mar- 
kets and prices are tending upward, although 
not materially changed from this time Inst 
week. Thisis true of prime lard oil, which is 
still offering at 50c, with the probabilities good 
of that figure being shaded for city make. 
Western brands of lard oil are generally 1@2c 
below the figure asked for city. 


The reviva ] of the story about the men- 
haden oil industry being controlled by foreign 
capital is treated at length in our editorial 
columns, It appears that efforts to get 
options on the factories were commenced last 
November, and the fact that no definite pro- 
gress has been made since then, is evidence 
that success did not reward the labor of tre 
industrious promoters who were unbottling 
their energy fora commission. The owners 
of factories and fishing vessels should be care 
ful not to be caught in the same net 
as a Brooklyn soap manufacturer found 
himself, when failing to come to satisfactory 
terms with the promoters or agents of al- 
leged capitalists, who seldom if ever come to 
the front. This soap maker was sued fora 
large commission for the loss of time, etc., 
and has to settle the dispute in court. There 
are better prospects for the menhaden oil 
business, as plans are now being laid to place 
it on u more satisfactory basis without assist- 
ance from a syndicate. In a few weeks we 
shall be at liberty to speak of the undertaking 

It was supposed that all the old 
menhaden oil had left first hands somo 
time ago, but it appears that a holder in th 
Delaware district had 900 bbis, and last Satur- 
day the lot was released at 2634c, delivered in 
New Bedford. The report that 200 bbis of the 
above lot were new oil is not confirmed by 
the interested parties. Since that transaction, 
200 bbis of fair quality new oil changed hands 
in this market at 24c. The offerings are light, 
and prime oil is held strictly at 25c. It seems 
that considerable menhaden oil is used in lin- 
seed oil substitutes, according to several 
analyses made recently, which showed a large 
proportion of menhaden oil, and the subati- 





tutes containing it are well known commer- 
cially, and have a large sale. 

The only sale of crude sperm oil during the 
week was in this market, at 624c for 130 bbis, 
to go abroad. It arrived on the Empress. The 
steamer Colon has also arrived here with 650 
bbis and the Bermuda with 1¢€0 bbls. The 
whale oil market has no fresh features. 

Whalebone continues in active demand, with 
sales of 7,000 lbs Arctic at $4 50 per lb for ex- 
port and 1,00 lbs at a fraction under. The 
market appears steady at $450 for Arctic. 
About 1,000 lbs Northwest bone also changed 
hanas at $4 for domestic use. The total stock 
of bone 1s distributed as follows:

Degras is attracting attention from the fact 
that it has been taken from the free list of the 
tariff bill and made dutiable at the specific 
duty of one cent perib. At present it pays 25 
per cent ad valorem under a ruling made last 
December which changed the classification 
and removed it from the list of greases dutia- 
ble at 10per cent. The last change was proba- 
bly influenced by the parties who are about to 
recover the grease in Rhode Island, mention 
of which was made in these columns several 
months ago. 


Oil Cake. 

The market for linseed cake is nominal at 
the former figure of $250 per ton for west- 
ern supplies on spot. No business is reported, 
and none is expected in the immediate fu- 
ture, for the same reason stated previously in 
these columns, and — has become an old 
story. 


Wax, Lard, i, Tallow, Etc. 
There are no fresh developments in the par- 
affine wax or spermaceti markets. Previous 
figures rule. 
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The lard market is barely steady with Jittle 
demand at 6 10c for Western steam on spot, 
5 65@5 70c for city steam, and 6 10@7 25c for 
refined. 

Lard stearine is difficult to sell, and holders 
are willing to take easier prices, or 7}4@7%c, 
according to package. Oleo steurine is ruled 
by strong peices on account of supplies being 
scarcely equal tothe demand. Quotations are 
firm at 534@6c. 

Tallow has lost some of its firmness on ac- 
count of liberal supplies coming unexpectedly 
on the market. ‘tock is offered more freely 
at 4%c.

Spirits Turpentine—The market during the 
week has been very steady, which has been 
due tothe coutinued good demand and light 
stocks at this port, there being but 675 barrels 
in yard to-day, and to the favorable and firm 
advices that have been received from the 
primary markets. From present appearances 
the situation seems likely to be firm for some 
little time, but there are those who put their 
faith on lower prices with the advent of a new 
month and are willing to back their opinion 
by offering supplies for July delivery at prices 
under those ruling at present. From Liver- 
pool, to-day, the market was cabled firm, with 
the demand fair and values quoted at 3ls, The 
home market closed firm at 39@39%4c for 
southerns and 39¢c for machines.

nity for gaining a footiogin the Fie :ch 
market was finally afforded by the difficulty 
in arranging the tariff between France and 
Italy. 

Oils have given a large increase, and seed- 
crushers have had a sound and profitable trade 
throughout the year, having been favored 
with a steady increase in values; the export 
trade has gained an increase of 6,500 tons on 
the previous year, having attained 43,110 tons 
against 36,783 tons in 1888. 


In proportion with the augmentation of 
seed crushed, the quantity of oil cakes pro. 
duced has increased, and deliveries to the in- 
terior, as well as exports, have shown a con- 
siderable surplus on previous years, The 
exports have attained 59,219 tons, of which 
51,000 are ground-nut cakes, against 53,853 tons 
n 1888, The average of ground nut cake has 
been 12fr. per 100 kilos. 


In soap also there is an increase of 1,700 tons, 
the year’s exports being 10,184 tons, against 
8,470 tons in 1888. 

The quantity of candles exported from Mar- 
seilles has amounted to 4,400 tons, avainst 3,967 
tons in the previous year. This industry is 
very prosperous, and tends to increase fur- 
ther. 

The imports of oleaginous seeds for the year 
have amounted to 314,265 tons, ‘against 278,527 
tons in the previous year, being an increase 
of 35,000 tons, which was foreshadowed in last 
year’s report. The crops of ground-nuts in 
the French colonies (Coromandel coast) were 
very large, about 110,000 tons, and our imports 
of this article alone attained 97.374 tons, 
against 73,061 tons in the previous year. 
Likewise of coprah (produced chiefly in the 
South Sea Islands, Straits Settlements, and 
Java) we have received 46,000 tons, against 
35,500 tons in the preceding year. Notwith- 
standing this large increase of production and 
imports, it is satisfactory to notice that con- 
sumption has augment+d in much the same 
proportion, as the whole 314,265 tons of oleagi- 
nuus seeds have been crushed by the local 
mills, and the oils produced have met witha 
ready and remunerative sale to local soap 
makers, as well as for export (the export 
tables show an increase of 7,000 tons of oil). 


The average value of shelled ground-nuts 
during the year was 27fr. 50c. per 100 kilos., or 
equivalent to £11 per ton. 

Prospects for the coming year are less 
favorable as regards crops on the Coromandel 
and Madrus coasts, which are said to have suf- 
fered from drought, and the yield is esti- 
mated at about 30.000 tons less than the fore- 
going year. Bombay crops, on the contrary, 
are reported good, so that our import will 
probably be about the same. 

The coprah and palm kernel trade continues 
to increase steadily, and the quantity of cop- 
rah and palm kernels crushed in Marseilles in 
1889, including the old stocks lying over from 
1888, has exceeded 80,000 tons, yielding up- 
wards of 40,000 tons of concrete oil, chiefly 
consumed by local soap mills. The value of 
this oil bas ranged at about 55fr. per 100 kilos. 

Imports of palm oil have amounted to 12,039 
tons, against 11,551 tons in 1888, The French 
Government has granted a large subsidy to 
one of the leading companies of steamers to 
run aregular line to and from the different 
ports on the West Coast of Africa, which is a 
further facility in the way of extending the 
direct imports of palm oil and palm kernels, 
the chief articles exported from the said 
country. 

Owing to the larger quantities of other seed 
oils produced by local mills, the imports of 
cotton oil show a large decrease, 7,700 tons 
against 11,445 tons in 1888. The average value 
has been 77fr. {0c. for American oil, and 67fr. 
Kc. for English oi], mostly from Hull.

Recent Patents. 
428,282 PROCESS OF MANUFACTURING 
SALT. Issued May 20, 1890. 

Claim—l. The improvement in the art ef 
avaporating brine for the manufacture of 
salt, consisting in first heating the impure 
brine by vapor driven off in the concentra- 
tion of puritied brine, and after said vapor 
has done its work applying live steam of a 


higher temperature than said vapor to sa‘d 
impure brine toincrease the temperature of 
the impure brine sufficieptiy to precipita'e 
the impurities, and ultimately subjecting the 
brine thus relieved of its impurities to the 
process of concentration by evaporation to 
crystallize and precipitate the sait, substan- 
tially as set forth. 

2. The improvement in the art of evapora- 
ting brinefor the manufacture of salt, con- 
sisting in the simultaneous employment for 
the purpose of heating tbe cold purified brine 
before subjecting it to the process of concen- 
tration by evaporation, of the vapor driven 
off in the evaporation of purified brine, the 
waters of condensation from the steam used 
in producing said evaporation, and also of 
the waters of condensation and the vapor 
employed to heat the impure brine for pur- 
ification and precipitation, substantially as 
specified. 


428,484. PROCESS OF PURIFYING GLY- 
CERINE. Issued May 20, 1890. 

Cluim—1. The method of purifying glycer- 
ine which consists in conducting the vapor 
thereof laden with impurities through a pas- 
sage having a curved wall externally cooled, 
and upon which the vapors are caused im- 
pinge, whereby partial condensation and the 
arrest of the impurities are effected, substan- 
tially as described. 

2 The method of purifying glycerine-vapor 
on its passage trom the still to the condenser 
which consists in causing the said vapor to 
pass through spirals, volutes, or other con- 
tinuously curved channels, which are cooled 
to produce p. rtial condensation within them, 
whereby the non-volatile impurities in the 
glycerine-vapor are brought’ into contact 
with moistened surfaces and are retained,sub- 
stantially as described. 





429,459. APPARATUS FOR DECOLORIZING, 
&c., LIQUIDS. Issued June 3, 1800. 

Claim.—1. In a filter, the combination, witha 
vessel, of a circular fram; therein having a 
series of vertical partitions rigidly secured 
thereto, and a pipe or tube at the center hav- 
ing slots in its sides registering with the 
spaces between the partitions, and a filtering 
material on the tops of said partitions, sub- 
stantially as described. 


423,310. OIL FILTERING APPARATUS. Is- 
sued June 3, 1890. 

Claim.—1. In an oil filtering apparatus, the 
combinations of a tank,provided with a steam 
heating pipe, whereby the boiling of the im- 
pure oil within the tank may beeffected, and 
provided with a discharge cock for oil ata 
distance above its bottom and a waste cock 
for sediment and the like at its bottom, anda 
tank Barranged beneath said tank and having 
a pipe leading thereto from the discharge cock 
of the tank A atadistance above its bottom 
whereby the partially purified oil may be with- 
drawn from the tank A to be further purified 
within the tank B, while the impurities result- 
ing from the boiling of the oil may be with- 
drawn from the bottom of the tank A and be 
prevented from passing into the tank B, sub- 
stantially as described. 

2. In an oil filtering apparatus, the combina- 
tion of a tank A, provided with a steam heat- 
ing pipe, whereby the boiling of the oil within 
the tank may be effected, and provided with a 
discharge cock for oil at adistance above its 
bottom, and a tank B, providei with riffle- 
plates and with a heating coil, and a suitable 
pipe connecting said tanks, whereby the oll 
after having been boiled and allowed to settle 
within the tank A, may be withdrawn into 
tank Band passed over the riffle plates suffi- 
ciently reheated to secure the desired fluidity, 
substantially as described.

TUESDAY EVENING, June 17, 1890. 

The condition of the market'may be said to 
be about the same as last week, no change 
paving taken place which can be said to have 
altered the situation. The variations in price 
from day today have been slight and these 
have been due to trading influences, there be- 
ing nothing in the way of field developments 
to encourage either the bull or the bear inte- 
rest. Operators have preferred a waiting 
policy although no important feature of the 
situation gives promise uf a change likely to 
affect either interest. Even the professional 
galpers have shown little disposition to do 
more than more than make a turn at long in- 
tervals, and altogether the market has had a 
semiholiday appearance, While there have been 
numerous reports of deals and purchases of 
Jarge producing interests, even the usual ex- 
aggerated reports from the wells have appa- 
rently been toned down to accord with the 
general apathy. Nor have the operators been 
treated to the usual batch of sensational 
items about the doings and prospects of Ohio 
oil. In fact, the week has been dull to stag- 
pation, featureless, » nd ‘decidedly uninterest- 
ing. The first half of the month shows the de- 
liveries to exceed the runs to the extent of 
about 12,000 barrels per day, and no indica- 
tion of increase in the output, while there is 
every prospect that the deliveries will be 
augmented as the demand for export in- 
creases. While there is apparently a wide dif- 
ference in opinion among the traders as to the 
prospects of a higher market in the near fu- 
ture, all acknowledge that there are no bear 
features in the situation, while the statistical 
position 1s daily gaining in strength. There is 
also noticeable an absence of operators ou the 
short side. snd when purchases have been 
made the price has promptly been advanced 
without causing a rush of shorts to 
cover, as has been the case when there 
was a large short interest. The condi- 
tions certainly warrant a higher range of 
values, and the bear talk therefore appears to 
be merely “talk,” or probably it is to keep up 
courage. But will the market respend to the 
influence of the stronger conditions is a 
poser the solution of which lies within the 
means of the bull operators. It may be that 
they lack courage, fearing the coming of large 
wells and a consequent increase of production. 
The transactions during the past week show 
a decrease from those of the previous week, 
the sales footing up 747,000 bbis against 
1,173,000 bbls for the preceding week. The 
clearances of the local exchange amounted 
to 1,436,000 bbls, against 3,680,000 bbls during 
the preceding week. The total clearances 
reported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 4,823,000 bbls, against 9,145,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was recorded on Friday, 
when 913gc was reached. The lowest point 
of the week was 8%96c, and was touched on 
Wednesday. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was 9i}4c. and the close this evening was 
at Wi<c, showing a loss of 1)<c as the result of 
the week's trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 154c. 

Wednesday, June 11. 

The market opened rather strong at 91i4c, 
showing a gain of }4c over the close of yester- 
day, but this proved to be the highest price of 
the day, as there appeared to be quite a num- 
ber of sellers who desired to realize 91c or 
over; consequently 44c was soon lost. The 
buyers held off when they found there were 
more offerings than expected, and after some 
halting the sellers began to lower their fig- 
ures. In this way the price receded steadily, 
andthe reports from the fields coming ofa 
bearish nature caused a general weakening. 
At %c there was considerable trading, and 
although bear efforts were made the price 
held pretty steady until late in the day, when 
the offers again becoming numerous the 
Price receded to 89gc. At anything under 9c 
there were more buyers than sellers, and as 
trading became quite animated the market 
stiffened, closing strong at 9044c with no offers 
tosell under 90}gc. It was a trader’s market, 
though the reports received from the field 
had some influence. ‘I'he close showed a loss 
of le as the result of the day’s operations 
while the extent of the variations was 15¢c. 
The sales amounted to 284,000 bbis, of which 
*,000 bbls was June delivery at 90@893¢0 and 
1,000 bbis cash at 89}gc.

Thursday, June 12. 

The weakness developed late yesterday was 
still a noticeable feature this morning and was 
increased somewhat by reports from Murrins- 
ville.

1, on the Nesbit farm, is pumping at a 5) bbl. 
rate. Barnhart Bros.’ No. 1,on the Barnhart 
farm, made 75 bbls. the last 24 hours. Smith 
& Co.’s No. 5, on the Casper Fehl farm, is on 
top of the sand. ‘Their No. 1 is pumping very 
little oil. The water has possession of the well 
at present. In the Southwest district the 
Young Nos. 1 and 2 are making 18 bbis. per 
hour, the Gillespie No. 1,8 bbis, an hour and 
McKeown’s Nos. 1 and 2, 18 bbls.an hour. At 
Chartiers the Cochran No.1, on the Salem farm, 
made 60 inches in 33 hours. Weeger’s No. J, 
on the Taylor farm, was shot and made a 14- 
inch flow. A reportfrom Youngsville states 
that Ford & Co.'s well near that town has been 
completed and is doing 15 bbls. a day natural. 
A number of wells have been drilled in that 
vicinity of late in search of oil, and the strike 
has caused considerable excitement at Youngs- 
ville and Irvineton.

No. 12, Crawford farm, Saxonburg district, is 
showing !or a large well in old territory, The 
Barnes well, on the Hagerty farm, Clearfield 
township, is twenty-five feet in the fourth 
sand, and filled up 1,000 feet and still drilling.

The Rocky Mountain Oil Company is ready 
to begin drilling on its No.l well. The site 
selected is one andahalf miles south of the 
city of Florence, quite close to the Florence 
and Coal Creek Cemetery, There are wells 
north, west and east owned and operated by 
the United Oil Company, and there is scarcely 
a doubt but what the Rocky Mountain people 
will strike oil on the spot chosen for its first 
well. 

A large water tank will be erected on the 
top of Kendrick mountain, an eminence two 
miles south of the Arkansas River. A site for 
a pumping station at the river has been select- 
ed and work upon the same will be started in 
a few days. A three inch pipe line will con- 
nect the station and tank, From thetank will 
be laid other lines into all parts of the com- 
pany’s development field, the elevation being 
such as to furnish ample pressure to any part 
of the field. General Manager Conn 
is pushing work in every. direcvion 
with considerable vim, and says it 
is his company’s intention to sink ten wells 
befere it stops the drill. No.2 string of tools 
is en route from the East,and another well will 
be started upon their arrival. The William 
Graver tank builders, of Chicago, have the 
contract for building eleven crude tanks for 
this company, and are at work now upon the 
same with a large force of men. 

The Triumph Oi! Company continues to 
push its business. The No.1 well is throwing 
a good stream of oil. No.2 hole, in course of 
drilling, is down probably 1,500 feet, with good 
pruspects of striking oil before it reaches the 
2,000 mark, It has started another derrick, 
sad will start the drill in it assoon as No. 2 is 
completed. 

The refieries of the United and Florence 
companies are running steady and turnin g 


out a great deal of oil for the summer season. 
The United Oil Company is not drilling any 
new wells at present, but is trying to increase 
the flow of some of its old wells by sinking 
them deeper. 

The Florence Oil and Refining Company is 
running a string of tools on new holes, being 
engaged at present on its fifteenth hole.

Caledonian Balsam. 

Ata recent meeting of the French Societe 
de Therapeutique, Dr. Forne called attention 
to the advantages presented by a preparation 
that he had named “baume caledonien,” and 
which appeared to consist of a solution of 
Kauri gum in an equal weight of 90 per cent 
alcohol. He stated that it had been used with 
great success in the treatment of wounds and 
ulcers of all kinds. When applied to a well 
cleansed and dried wound it causes a very 
slight, but brief, sensation of burning, but 
after a few moments the solvent evaporates, 
and the resin is left as a very adherent varn- 
ish, which is not affected by friction or con- 
tact with water. The preparation can also be 
used advantageously for fixed bandages in 
the place of the soluble silicate. It was also 
said to be superior to tincture of benzoin for 
the obturation of the cavities in carious 
teeth. Lastly, a liniment made with equal 
quantities of baume caledonien and olive oil 
was recommended as an application to burns.

Jalap Resin. 

Prof. Fluckiger accounts for the noticed de- 
creased yield of jalap resin in the last twenty 
years by the partial extraction of the resin by 
means of alcohol before the jalap is placed 
upon the market (Am. Journ. Pharm., 1890 
141). Bellingrodt has observed no diminution 
in the yield of jalap resin; he publishes resuits 
of assays made in 1851-1454 with an average 
yield of 11°58 per cent. and the average for the 
last thirty yeara he gives as 11°60 percent. EK. 
Dieterich finds the yield for the last two 
years to have been 7'1, 7°7, 66 and 8°1 per cent. 
confirming Fluckiger’s statement. These last 
figures have reference to officinal resin and 
not to total extract soluble in alcohol; in the 
last lot examined by him the total amount 
soluble in alcohol was 14 per cent., while the 


officinal resin was only 811 per cent.

There is no particular improvement in any 
line of trade, except, possibly, inthe volume 
of business on small orders. There is no com- 
plaint regardi 1g the jubbing demand, but deal- 
ers generally are very much dissatisfied with 
the continued apathy of large buyers, and 
some go 80 far as to say that the market has 
not been so dull in years. Nevertheless, there 
is very little disposition shown to shade prices 
for the purpose of inducing purchases, and 
altogether the market presents a very steady 
tone. Mail advices from London to the 7th 
inst. report a similar condition of affairs there; 
business had been quiet during the previous 
week, with few fluctuations in values. Opium 
was tending upward, while quinine was un- 
changed. Balsam copaiba was lower and citric 
acid slightly easier. Guarana had advanced, 
and higher prices were paid for peppermint 
and sassafras oils, arsenic, refined isinglass 
and carnauba wax. There were very few 
changes in Hamburg at last mail advices. 
Cod liver oil was higher, owing to the small 
output of first quality Norwegian. Sperm- 
aceti was lower, a8 was also cascara sagrada 
and balsam copaiba. Antimony was higher

During the early part of the week the opium 
market was dull and more or less unsettled, 
but latterly there has been quite a marked re- 
newal of interest though as for some time past 
buyers have confined their attention almost 
exclusively to single ;ackages. Dealers here 
caim to know nothing concerning the 
report alluded to .by our Chicago 
correspondent that the Turkish government 
contemplates imposing an export duty, equiv- 
alent to $1 per povnd, on opium shipped from 
that country A similar report has been cir- 
culated at different times in the past, but has 
come to nothing. Nevertheless, there may be 
some connection between the recent increase 
in the demand and this alleged project of the 
Suthme Porte, and this seems the more prob- 
able as one large operator here is believed 
tobe trying to pick up stray cheap lots. As 
stated, the demand has been chiefly for single 
cases, and about 10 or 15 cases have been taken 
inthis way. Some of it was Amvrican manip- 
ulated stuff and sold at $3 35, while imported 
standardized brought $340 for 9% up vo $3 65 
for higher tests. Of natural there have been 
few sales and the price remains nominally 
$370@3 75. Itis reported that an export buyer 
to-day took all the Salonica opium in this 
market, only two or three cases by the way, 
but the price paid was cenfidential. The goods 
were in bond. The new crop of Turkish 
opium is about ready for gathering, and it is 
believed willturn out between 4,500 and 5,000 
cases,

Sarsaparilla, both the Honduras and Mex- 
ican varieties, are in good request, but sales 
of the former are all of good qual- 
ity. Of Mexican 4 bales sold to arrive 
at 8c, and 25 bules on the spot at 8%c. A bid 
of 8c for a lot of Mexican, wanted for export, 
was declined, the holder demanding 8%c. Of 
M. C. Crown Honduras, 15 bales are ruported 
sold for export at a private price. 

Serpentaria is dull and neglected. For job- 
bing lots 26c is quoted, but it is intimated 
that less would buy in a large way. 


Shellac. 

The renewed interest in shellac, referred to 
last week, continues, but the principal buyers 
are the large dealers, There is, however, an 
increasing demand from consumers.

Sessions, before the ful! bench, Justice Kil- 
breth presiding. A large number of witnesses 
forthe defense was examined and the testi- 
mony of a number of chemists and others was 
taken on behalf of the plaintiffs. 

The principal line of evidence for the 
defence was intended to show that bromide 
of es ffeine was an article knowa in the market, 
and the defendant testified that he had bought 
it of several manufacturing chemists. He 
added to it certain effervescing salts, and 
cailed it Effervescent Bromide Caffeine. He 
was not able, however, to show any bills to 
prove that he had purchased bromide of 
caffeine, as asserted. It was shown by the evi- 
dence that for four or five years past there 
had undoubtedly been a chemical on the 
market known as bromide of caffeine, but 
that it was a very different article from that 
made and sold by the plaiutiffs. The latter 
showed that several years prior to the ap- 
pearance of bromide of caffeine on the 
market they had adopted their trade-mark- 
“Bromo-Caffeine.”* 

It was further alleged by the plaintiffs tha 
bromide of caffeine was put on the market in 
response to what appeared to be a demand 
from people who wanted to make an effer- 
vescing bromide to compete with caffeine. It 
wasnot shown in the case that this bromide 








had any other office or place in the drug or 
chemical trade. An analysis of the so-called 
effervescing bromide ef caffeine, which was 
presented in evidence, failed to disclose any- 
thing whatever that could be called hydro- 
bromide, hyarobromate or bromide of caf- 
feine. 

Mr. Edward K. Jones, counsel for the plain- 
tiffs, in summing up, said that the whole case 
was not affected by the testimony adduced by 
the defense, *and whether the desendants’ 
story was true or not it would not 
have been material, as bromide of caffeine 
having appeared so long after “Bromo-Caf- 
feine” had been adopted as a trade-mark by 
Keasbey & Mattison, it could not lawfully 
come into competition with their product 
hor could the label be used on an article in 
§nywise similar without violating the law, 
because the main question in all the trade- 
Mark cases is priority of adoption. As Keas- 


bey & Mattison adopted “Bromo-Caffeine” 
long vefore bromide caffeine was made, they 
had priority unaer the law. 

Mr. Jones made a further point that the de- 
fendant evidently failed to establish the fact 
that the use of the chemical, bromide of caf- 
feine, was anything other than a blind to 
cover up the tracks of men who wish to in- 
fringe upon the “Bromo-Caffeine’ trade 
marks, 

The court found the defendant guilty on all 
the counts in the indictment and sentenced 
him to pay a fine of $500,which was paid on the 
following day. There were five counts: Ist, 
counterfeiting Keasbey & Mattison’s trade 
mark ; 2d, Having in his possesion a counter- 
feit of the same; 3d, Making an article to 
which the counterfeit label was applied ; 4th, 
having in his possession such an article; and 
5th, making and selling an article under such 
a name as to indicate its character and qual- 
ity without stating the same truly. 

An appeal will be taken from the decision 
of the Court.

A New Spice Adulterant.* 
BY FRANK A. HENNESEY, PH. G. 

Some time ago the attention of the writer 
was called to some samples of “artificial 
ground spices’ which pore a close resem- 
blance to the pure articles. It was learned 
that the production of these goods was the 
result of numerous experiments, and subse- 
quent investigation succeeded in bringing to 
light a branch of manufacturing industry of 
no small magnitude, which has for its sole ob- 
ject the production of articles known to the 
trade as “spice mixtures." The manufacture 
of these articles is conducted in a large steam 
bakery in Philadelphia. Samples of the ma- 
terials used have been secured from time to 
time, and these are presented with this paper. 

The substance which forms the base for all 
these mixtures, and which is designated in 
the sample as “*mes!,"" was found on inquiry 
among several millers to be a very low grade 
of wheat. 

Itis not known to them by any special 
name,but might be called “blow-room stuff.”"It 
is a little better than feed,to whichit is some- 
times added toimprove the quality, but is a 
lower grade than middlings. Samples from 
lots which have been delivered to the bakery 
at different times were identical. 

The meal is made intoa dough with water 
rolled out and cut in the suene manner as soda 
crackers, and baked in oven. 

These crackers or “biscuits” as enay are 
termed, are then allowed to dry thoroughly 
when they are ready for grinding. 

The different sliades are obtained by the use 
of coloring matters which are mixed with the 
meal when it is being made into dough. 

The “white” biscuit is made from the plain 
meal without coloring. The “yellow” is made 
with the aid of turmeric, a little of which 
goes a great way in imparting a rich yellow 
hue such as is peculiar to mustard. 

A sample of the coloring matter used in the 
“brown” biscuits isalso presented. An an- 
alysis shows this to be a mixture of about 
qual parts of Spanish brown and turmeric. 
Charcoal is used in the “black”’ biscuits. 
Some biscuits haying a red color, such as 
might have been used to adulterate Cayenne 
pepper, were seen, but it was impossible to 
secure samples at the time. 

Large quantities of these spice biscuits have 
been delivered to a spice house in Philadel- 
phia, and itis not known that any have been 
shipped out of the city. As they are all sent 
to the spice dealers in the whole condition, 
probably on account of the lack of facilities 
fur grinding, the samples of powders which 
are presented were ground by the writer in a 
small drug mill, and may only roughly resem- 
ble the powders prepared by the spice millers. 
However, they will serve to show how close 
y tbe ground spices may be imitated.

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The sampie labelled “pepper mixture” is 


made up of the “black,” “white and “brown’, 
powders—the one labelled “clove mixture,” of 
the “brown” and “black.” 

“Cracker dust” ie said by many investigators 
to be used as a spice adulterant, and a sample 
of this material from the same bakery is pre- 
sented, although it has never been used in the 
manufacture of these biscuits. It consists 
altogether of stale bread which accumulates 
in large quantities, and which is thoroughly 
dried and ground. 

An analysis of the spice biscuite gave the 
following resulta, the “black” and “white” 
powders and the original mea! being taken:

The ash consisted of Na, K, Cu, Mg, chiefly 
as phosphates, with some eulphates, the insol- 
ubie portion of the “black” being fine sand. 

It isevident that without the most careful 
examination, the presence of these mixtures 
in ground spices might often escape notice. 

The starch granules are usually so much 
altered in the process of baking as to render 
their identitication almost impossibie. 

As pure ground pepper, for 1astance, yields:

It is obvious that in case of admixture with 
this materia), the determination of any or all 
of those constituents would be of no value, 
and it is probable that the only reliable re- 
sults would be obtained from estimating the 
amount of piperine and resin, which is quite 
constant. 

Some points of similarity to other spices 
might be mentioned to show how admirably 
these mixtures are adapted to their purpose; 
but the ubject of this paper is simply to call 
attention to what is believed to be the latest 
development of inventive genius in this 
direction.

There are no very pronounced features in 
the chemical market. The volume of trade is 
fully as large as usual at this season but in no 
line has there been any movement beyond 
that necessitated by the actual current wants 
of consumption. Prices generally remain on 
asteady basis. The heavy English chemicals 
continue to showa gradual improvement in 
price, but there is hardly any increase in de- 
mand. Our Liverpool correspondents, Messrs 
J. P. Brunner & Co., write on the 4th inst.: 
“There is little of interest to report in heavy 
chemicals, business generally being very slack 
atthe moment. There are inquiries for spec- 
ial brands of soda ash, but little actual busi- 
ness passing. We quote caustic ash 14d@i4d, 
carb ash 15444d@15¢d according to brands. Soda 
crystals are in good request at £3@3 2s 6d per 
ton, and the higher figure is now generally 
asked. Caustic soda is slow of sale, and prices 
are easier owing to second hand parcels being 
offered by resellers. Manufacturers are pretty 
independent at the moment as they are well 
sold for early delivery. Nearest values to-day 
are as follows: 60%, £7 2s 64@7 5a; 7%, £8 26 6A@ 
8 5a; 74% which is very scarce at £8 12s 6d@8 lis 
and 76% at £9 10e@9 lis. Bleaching powder is 
demoralized and £5@5 2s 6d are nearest spot 
values, while orders are scarce. Chlorate of 
potash is in small compass and held for 44d@ 
4%44 per lb, but there is little to be had at the 
lower figure. Bicarb soda is in good request 
at £5 158 per ton and upwards for one cwt. 
kegs, according to brand and quantity with 

usual allowances for larger packages.” 
Heavy Chemicals. 

The movement of the heavy goods into con- 
sumption continues to be slow. Buyers can 
not be induced to take more than enough for 
current wants, for in spite of the reports 
from abroad and the gradual stiffening of 
prices here, they look for lower figures. 
Messrs. Peter McQuie & Co., of Liverpool, 
write that the makers have not yet settled all 
their differences with their employes, but in 
several instances the former have granted 
the concessions demanded, and an all-round 
advance in wages, which means increased 
cost of production, is likely to follow eventu- 
ally. On the strength of this, and in view of 
the improved prospects of the federation 
echeme for pooling the various works, our 
correspondents note more inquiry for long 
contracts. 

Carbonated soda ash is slow of sale, the in- 
quiry being almost entirely for car load lots 
or less. The majority of the glass factories 
have shut down and there is no demand for 
goods for prompt delivery from that quarter. 
The glass manufacturers are not yetin the 
market for fall supplies and other con- 
sumers are making no inquiry for forward 
delivery. At present prices in Liverpool it 
costs 1 £244@1 Sic to lay down 48% or high test 
ash here, but the lack of demand and the oc- 
casional pressure to sell stock on the dock 
prevents any material improvement here. 
Prices are nominally 1 40@1 45c for 48%. At 
present stocks of 58% are very light, there 
being only one or two carloads on the spot, 
and for that 1 5634c is demanded. 

Ammonia alkali is firm, but sales seldom ex- 
ceed car-load lots, since the glass factories 
have gone out of blast for the summer. 
Forty-eight per cent. is not obtainable on the 
spot,and in a small way 1 45c has been paid 
during the week. High test is quoted at 1 40@ 
145c. There is no inquiry for forward deliv- 
ery, buyers holding off in the hope of doing 
better later in the year, 

Balt cake is entirely neglected. The prin- 
cipal consumers, the glass makers, having 
closed their factories for the summer, there 
is now practically no market for this article. 
The nominal) quotations are 57}44@62}¢c for the 
best American brands and 65@7Uc for Eng- 
lish, as to quantity and make. 

Caustic soda still has an upward tendency, 
Owing to an advancing market abroad. Cables 
from Liverpool this week quote £8 10s. for 
7 or 74 per cent. Most holders here 
now want 2 55@2 60c for those teats, according 
to size of order, but we heard of sales of 500 
drums at 2 5214@2 55c, as to quantity. The de- 
Mand does not improve in the same ratio as 























































the tone of the market, buyers confining their 
attention almost exclusively to small quan- 
tities. There is very little stock left in first 
hands, the recent arrivals having been mostly 
absorbed through deliveries on contracts 
made some time since. Sixty per cent for 
shipment is quoted at 2 75c in a large way and 
at 2 8244@2 87}¢c in smaller quantities. 

Sal soda is dull, and English brands are 
quoted nominally at 95@le on the spot, 
though the price in Liverpool is equivalent to 
1 05c. 

Bleaching powder is demoralized, both on 
the spot and abroad. Nominally, the quota- 
tion here is 1 35c, but we heard of asale of 50 
tons at 1 2744c, and other holders have 
accepted 130c. The demand is very slow. 

Acids. 

Acetic Acid—The market is somewhat dis- 
turbed at the moment by the reports that the 
combination will end its existence with the 
present month, and the future course of val- 
ues will be watched with interest. We discuss 
the market in our eaitorial columns, The de- 
mand has been fair and of a jobbing character. 

Muriatic and nitric acids have been in very 
fair request, and no particular coniplaint is 
heard as to the demand, prices being the chief 
bone of contention, as has been the case for 
some time past. Nothing of fresh interest has 
developed during the week. 

Oxalic Acid—There appears to bea sufficient 
quantity on spot to supply all wants although 
some consumers evidence an uneasiness at not 
receiving their supplies on May contracts, 
The spot price continues at 734c, but some 
dealers are still quoting 8c, while lots to arrive 
are obtainable at 7c. The demand has not 
been exorbitant. 

Sulphuric acid has been in very fair request 
considering the season and barring the un- 
settled condition of prices, there is nothing 
in the outlook to discourage dealers. Rumors 
are again rampant regarding the attitude of 
the several makers in the Knickerbocker Co., 
but eo far as can be learned nothing has trans- 
pired beyond what has been reported from 
time to time. 

Tartaric aid has been in fair request, sales 
for spot delivery having been consummated 
at 32@33c according to kind. Parcels for 
future delivery ure obtainable at 30@3lc. 
Nothing of fresh interest has transpired dur- 
ivg the interval. 


Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of lime has been fairly steady and 
the jobbing wants of consumers have been 
supplied in the regular way at previous prices. 

Blue vitriol.—The recent advance in cop- 
per has had ratheran accelerating effect on 
stocks, due to the evident desire of jobbers, 
who were short, to get in before any advance 
should be made. Asa consequence, some little 
business has been doing during the week on a 
basis of 544c for carload lots. These wants 
supplied, the market again assumed its wonted 
appearance, and during the latter part of the 
week the call has been merely for jobbing 
parcels. 

Brimstone.—The spot market has not 
changed from a week ago and there continues 
an absence of offerings for immediate deliv- 
ery. As anticipated the market for, say Aug- 
ust shipment, is a trifle off,and there are at 
the moment a variety of offers to supply par- 
cels for this and later shipment. But beyond 
the reported sale of 1,00) tons thirds at $20 50 
we can learn of no actual business. Best un- 
mixed seconds for shipments are quoted at 
$21, while there are offers to supply thirds at 


Nitrate of Soda—There is a decided effort to 
steady the market, and toa certain extent it 
has been successful, though there appears to 
be no special backbone to the situation, due 
undoubtedly to the fear that the heavy 
arrivais that will, barring accidents, come to 
hand within the next three months wil! again 
cause a demorualization of values. During the 
past two weeks there has been not less than 
43,000 bags received at this port, but the stock 
in store has only increased about 3,000 bags, 
which shows an enormous increase in the con- 
sumption. The following was written by a 
correspondent of the Landwirt, and puts the 
situation at the producing districts in 
anything but glowing terms. He says: 
“Owing to overproduction the present stocks 
are large enough to cover the requirements 
of the entire world for two years. Prices are 
at present so low that they hardly cover the 
cost of production, and unless the Oficinas 


stop their works for some time or reduce 


their output to a third—which is doubtful— 


an advance in prices is out of the question.

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The present production is three times that of 
the consumption, and in all probability a fur- 
ther decline in the price is to be expected. 
Great consternation prevails in the Pampa 
and Iquique, and the shareholders of the vari- 
ous Oficinas are preparing themselves for 
peavy losses.” This statement of the condi- 
tion of affairs, so far as the extent of the pro- 
duction is concerned, is ridiculed by deal- 
ers here, although it is acknowledged that 
at present prices, there is nothing in it for the 
producer.

The chief item of interest in the articles 
under this heading has been the increased de- 
mand for sulphate and aqua ammonias due to 
their utilization in the manufacture of ice, 
and stocks at the moment are very difficult to 
obtain in any considerable quantity.

Regulations Affecting Commercial 
Travelers Abroad. 


Appended is a continued summary of the 
regulations respecting commercial travelers 
in force in European countries and colonial 
possessions, in addition to what was pub- 
lished in this paper on June 4: 

Austria-Hungary.—Immunity from taxes 
and contribution is enjoyed by bona fide 
English commercial travelers who prove tbat 
their employers pay in the country in which 
the latter are domiciled all proper taxes and 
contributions. 

Belgium.—Commercial travelers acting for 
foreign firms have to take out a fixed license, 
costing 163. Samples of drugs, chemicals, Xc., 
imported by commercial travelers, can be 
temporarily admitted, duty free, the re-ex 
portation or return of such samples to the 
custom house being iasured by means of a 
permit of transit, or a pass under security, 
uviving an exact description of the samples; 
samples for which this security is required 
are besides impressed by the customs, This 
certificate is delivered under security, or on 
deposit of the amount of the simple duty;. it 
designates the Custom House of export, and 
the term for which the certificate is valid, 
which cannot exceed one year. If the duty 
has been deposited ut the custom house of 
import, it is repeid at the custom house of 
exportafter the officials have verified the 
identity of the goods. 

Denmark.—Foreigners are forbidden to ex- 
pose or sell goods outside Copenhagen or the 
Danish municipal towns, either personally or 
through travellers. In Copenhagen, or the 
municipal towns, a foreigner can only offer or 
seil goods to persons licensed to transact bus- 
iness in such goods. The goods must not be 
sold in smaller jots than what is reckoned as 
sale en gros (generally not less than £2 4s.). 
Upon arrival at the first custom house place, 
a foreign commercial traveler must produce 
certificates from the magistracy at his place 
of residence, showing whether it is for him- 
seif or for others toat he intends to do busi 
nes:,and if for others, the certificate must 
state the names, The traveler will then re- 
ceive a certificate, which he must present to 
the chief officer of police of the place before 
tnaking use ofit, The certificate is valid for 
one year, but may at the expiration of ih 
year pe exchanged tor a new similar certifi 
cate, issued at the place where the traveler 
is dwelling at thetime. For each certificate 
the feesare about £8 lés. df the traveler 
revresents more than one tirm, he has to pa) 
a further fee of £4 8s. foreach such firm. If

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the firm is obliged to change their traveler, 
a new certificate may be taken out by the new 
traveller for the remainder of the year with- 
outany fees. The ordinary customs duty 
must be paid on samples which are to be 
shown to the custom house officer. Thesame 
applies to sample books, &c. On arrival at 
any town where the traveller intends doing 
business, he is to present his certificate to the 
custom house officer, and the chief officer of 
police. These enactments also apply to Dan- 
ish subjects who are traveling for the account 
of foreigners. 

Germany.—Commercial travelers belong- 
ing to States with which no special agreement 
has been concluded respecting the commercial 
traveler's trade license, but which have the 
right of the most favored nation in regard to 
commerce, require a trading license, This en- 
titles the hoider to purchase goods and to try 
to obtain orders throughout the whole of the 
German Empire, after he has paid the proper 
taxes, provided no special provision is made 
in regard to the latter by treaty of commerce. 
He may carry samples, but no actual goods. 


Greece.--Commeicial travelers are not sub- 
ject to any license or permit as long as they 
are provided with authentic proof of their 
condition as such. 

The Netherlands.—British commercial trav- 
ellers pay a fixed license duty of £1 587 1-5d 
perannum. Samples having no commercial 
value are admitted duty free, and dutiable 
samples are also admitted provisionally duty 
free on condition of the observance of the 
necessary customs formalities for securing 
re-exportation. 

Roumania.—Commercial travelers, &c., must 
deciare in writing to the Chamber of Com- 
merce, or local communal authorities for 
whom they work, and deposit a copy of the 
power of attorney drawn up in accordance 
with the Jaws cf the country where it is is- 
sued,and duly legalised by the Roumanian 
legation in that country in virtue of which 
they are authorized to receive orders for their 
respective houses. Persons who come pro- 
visionally from abroad to sell to individuals, 
ar commercial houses, are subjected to a tax 
of half that paid by merchants dealing in :im- 
ilar articles, as a rule 24 per cent per annum. 

Finland.—Travelers offering or disposing of 
foreign wares are liable, after a residence ex- 
ceeding three days,toatax of about £5 for 
the right of trading during a month, or part 
ofamonth, At the expiration of the month 
the licence must be renewed. 

Servia.—Commercial travelers should be 
provided with adocument, properly certified 
by the authorities in their own country, in 
accordance with a stipulated form, which 
should be drawn up or accompanied by a Ger- 
man transiation. An import duty is charged 
on all samples for which a drawback is given 
if required, the amount being repaid on re- 
exportation. But if this occurs at some other 
place than that of entry, then due notice 
must be given at the latter place in order that 
the traveler's desire may be notified to the 
customs authorities at the intended place of 
exit. All samples are also subjected to the 
following charges, the money thus peid not 
being returned on their re-exportation: For 
loading (per 100 kilos.),20centimes. For weigh- 
ing (per 100 kilos.),8 centimes. For paving 

per 100 kilos.), 10 centimes. For warehousing 
per 100 kilos, and per day), 5 centimes. 

Spain.—Commercial travelers, &c., travel- 
ing in Spain in the interest. of an English 
house, are entitled to effect, without being 
subjected to duty, purchases, and to book 
orders with or without samples, but without 
any hawking of merchandise. 

Norway.—Commercial travelers require no 
liscense, and are only limited, nominally, in 
respect of the quantities for which they can 
take orders, or dispose of any goods they may 
bring with them. 

Sweden.—A commercial traveler must send 
a written declaration stating how long he in- 
tends to remain, and enclosing £5 lls. 1}4d. as 
payment in advance for every month or part 
ofa month of his intended stay to the tax

The receipt for the sum paid should be ap- 
plied for on a printed form to be forwarded to 
the Governor of the province. Before effect- 
ing sales of foreign commodities a travellor 
must prove to the police that he has paid the 
proper sum, and, should he demand it, the 
police must give hima certiticate in order to 
furnish him with proof of having duly applied 
to them, 

Switzerland.—Commercial travelersare sub- 
jected to license fees in accordance with the 
varying regulations of the cantons. Bona fide 
travelers for orders who do not carry goods 
for sale, however, who belong to States hav- 
ing treaties with the Confederation contain- 
ing most-favored-nation treatment” clauses 
areexempt. With very few exceptions Swiss 
commercial travelers do not enjoy similar 
exemption even in their own cantons, In 
order to secure exemption British commercial 
travelers require a document clearly sbow- 
ing that the traveller in question is employed 
fora house having a British nationality and 
domicile. 

Gibraltar.—There are no regulations effect- 
ing British commercial travelers in this col- 
ony, and no restrictions on the introduction 
of travellers’ patterns or samp!es. 

Malta.—No fees affecting commercial travel 
ers are levied, nor are any licenses taken out 
by them. Travelers’ samples of articles subject 
to duty are, as a general rule, duty free. 

Cyprus.—There are no regulations requiring 
commercial travelers to take out licenses, or 
in any way affecting the freedom of their ope- 
rations, but the municipal councils established 
in the principal towns have power to levy 
“trade rates,” or rates charged on persons ex- 
ercising any trade, etc., within the municipal 
limit. So far no rates have been specially 
fixed for commercial travelers,but they might 
be classed under the following heads: ‘“Mer- 
chants,” 36. tu £1 per annum; traveling mer- 
chants, ls. 444d. a month; commission agents, 
5s. to 15s. perannum. The customs laws pro- 
vide for no exemption from tuxation of sam- 
ples, but the practice is to register on impor- 
tation, and assess the duty at the ordinary 
rate on all patterns and samples which have a 
marketable value, the importer depositing at 
the custom house of the portof entry the 
amount of the duty. If subsequentiy the 
samples are taken out of the island, the duty 
is returned. Should only a portion of the 
samples be withdrawn, a _ proportionate 
amount of duty is returned, For samples of 
no marketable value there is no charge. 


Ceylon.—There are no regulations specially 
affecting commercial travelers. Samples,how- 
ever, are not exempt, but those of no com. 
mercial value are always allowed to pass duty 
free. The general rule is that when the trav- 
eler has satisfied the proper authority that the 
articles he brings are bona fide samples, they 
are passed duty free on a declaration, and no 
conditions or restrictions are imposed. No 
distinction is made between British and other 
commercial travelers. 

Cape Colony.—Commercial travelers are re- 
quired to pay an annual license duty of £25. 
The license duty expires on the last day of the 
year at whatever time it is taken out, but 
should it be issued on or after the Ist July the 
costisonly £121Us. The licence covers the 
business of the licensed person throughout the 
colony, but is not transferable. 

Natal.—There are no written regulations on 
this subject, but there is an established prac- 
tice that travelers’ samples are allowed to be 
received under the deposit system; that is to 
say, the traveler makes a small money deposit 
with the colleetor, and when he leaves he re- 
teives his deposit back if he can show that he 
has not sold any of the gooda. Samples of no 
intrinsic value are regarded as duty free; but 
samples sojd in the colony are charged with 
duty. Ifthe commercial travelers trade or 
carry on business in Natal for foreign firms, 
they must take out the licenses, and pay the 
stamp duty impoeged upon persons trading and 
carrying on business in Natal. 

Newfoundland.—There are no regulations 
applying to commercial travelers, and sam- 
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unless they, with the comptroller of customs, 
transfer such goods by instrument in Writing, 
for sale to some person holding & store or shop 
license. Travelers bringing orly samples ts 
show are allowed to land them duty free, if 
the collective value of such goods wouig 
not, at the ad valorem duty, give more than 
$3duty. Larger importations of sample 
may be introduced, to be re-exported, on 
some local firm undertaking to satisfy the 
custums department that such goods ghajj 
not be brought into local consumption, 
Beitish Honduras.—There are no regulations 
affecting commereia! travelers, and the rule 
observed as tothe introcuction of travelers 
samples, is for them to be landed at the cug- 
tom house, where a note is taken of them 
(Continued on page 50.) 


ples carried by them have to be passed 
through the custom house, and are liable to 
duty in accordance with usual tariff. 

Mauritius.—There are no special regulations 
affecting British commercial travelers, and 
commercial travelers are not obliged to take 
out licenses. They do not sell goods,but merely 
expose them for sale. Goods belonging to 
commercial travelers are examined on ar- 
rival by the senior landing waiter, and when 
considered marketable the ad valorem duty 
is levied. This sum remains as a deposit—the 
goods are re-examined on shipment, and if 
found correct as to numbers, marks, and qual- 
ity, the duty deposited is returned. 

British Guiana.—Commercial travelers 
bringing goods for sale are required to take 
out ashop licence, paying £10 for the same,

The general market for dyes and dyestuffs 
has been firm for the most part, though no 
special increase in the trading can be notid 
except in one or two instances. There has 
been no receding in values iu any of the arti- 
cles. There has been nothing of special note 
transpiring. 

Aniline Color—There has been a steady 
consuming demand since we last wrote which 
has been very fair sor the season, but a con- 
tinued absence of special business is reported, 
Values have not been changed in any instance, 
but do not show any particular signs of weak- 
ness, the raw materials being still steady. 

Alizarine—The week has been an uneventful 
one in this market, the business being con- 
fiued to the supplying of the moderate job- 
bing wants of buyers. Prices have been 
fairly steady and show no change from a 
week ago. There has been a total absence of 
features. 

Albumen—There has been a noticeable lack 
of demand for all kinds, and very little trad- 
ing has been consummated since we last wrote. 
Prices for egg have ruled low, but have not 
attracted buyers. Blood is unchanged. 

Bichromate of Potash—RBeyond the supply- 
ing of the immediate requirements of con- 
sumers the market has been rather quiet and 
little interest appears to have been taken in 
this article. No change in the asking rates 
have been effected. Bichromate of soda has 
been quiet and is unaltered in price. 

Cutch—The stocks have been pretty well 
concentrated, and with the Calcutta season 
about over,and very little onthe way, the 
prospects appear good for higher prices. 
Buyers have taken little interest during the 
week, except to supply urgent wants and asa 
consequence the trading has been confined to 
small jobbing proportions, and purchasers 
have had to pay 644c for supplies in this way. 
Recent foreign advices, contain little of fresh 
interest, although there is a tendency to quote 
the market a trifie higher owing to higher ex- 
change which has been brought about by the 
silver agitation, but it is not thought that the 
merchandise has advanced, 

Divi Divi apparently has bardly been men- 
tioned the past week by dealers, and we are 
unale to note a single transaction of any im- 
portance. The asking rates are nominally the 
same and are comparatively high in the ab- 
sence of any considerable stock 

Dyewoods—It is im;.ossible to note any con- 
siderable chanye in the condition of the stick- 
wood market. The mail which arrived during 
the week from the primary markets brought 
no orders to sell wood,and continue to re- 
port a scarcity of supplies at the shipping 
points. Advices from St, Mare contained the 
intelligence that it was impossible to offer any 
wood from that port here at less than $38, The 
other woods are aboutthe same. The availa- 
ble supply on spot mainly consists of a little 
lot of Port de Paix. The situation therefore 
would appear rather serious although there is 
a disposition in some quarters to regard 
it lightly. Usually at this time of the year, 
there is fully 15,000 tons of wo.d contracted 
for, for fall delivery, while to-day it is not 
believed that there is a ton of wood con- 
tracted for, for jater than August delivery, 
The wood must be growing and it only peeds, 
what in the minds of the producers are, satis- 
factory prices to bring it here, and werea 
good demand to prevail at say $48, this market 
would undoubtedly be plentifully supplied 
with wood, as fast as it could be cut and ship- 
ped, and cargoes would in all probability be 
directed from the foreign market, uaoless 
values there shouid advance to a correspond- 
ing extent. Exchange at the primary mar- 
kets has continued dowuward. There has 
been noeffort to revise the prices of extracts, 
and Jow rates continue to prevail. The de- 
mand has been exceedingly light, and market 
wholly without fresh interest. 

Gambier—The spot stock is being gradually 
reduced, and with no prospect of heavy 
arrivals the market is rather firm. The Spain 
arrived during the week with 918 bales, about 
one-halt of which is reported sold. The spot 
price is maintained at 644@6éc, according to 
quantity, and sales of prcpably 1,000 bales 
have been effected at prices within the range. 
Lots for shipment are held at 6c. 

Indigo—A very fair movement has continued 
in Bengals, and sales of say 70 chests are given 
us at p. t., the range being 7744c@$l. No par- 
ticular features have attended the trading. 
Madras and Manilas have sold in the usual 
jobbing way, at prices ranging from 38()55¢, 
as to quality, 

Nutgalls—Aleppo galls have continued with- 
out special feature, and beyond the reported 
aale of 50 bags to a dealer, at a shade under 
l4c, we get no business. Chinas have been 
quietly firm, and it is rather difficult to lo- 
cate values in the absence of any demand. 
Holders, however, show no disposition to re- 
ducé values in order to induce sales. 

Prussiate of Potash—The market for all 
grades has continued firm, the demand hay- 
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ing been very fair during the interval, and 
American has sold for immediate delivery as 
high as 22c. The Scotch article is held at the 
same figure, although some parties are refus- 
ing to quote for spot delivery. German is 
ruling at 22c as regards quotations, but it is 
possible to secure supplies at Ic less. 

Starch—The demand has been rather slow, 
as the majority of consumers supplied their 
wants previous to the recent advance. There 
have been no further changes in the matter 
of prices, but the late change has been upheld 
in allinstances. Wheat and potato starches 
are very steady, the former being particularly 
firm at the moment. Stocks are not in abund- 
ance, with buyers wants fair. No alteration 
in quotations can be notea. 

Sumac—Sicily has been without special 
feature, with no important transactions 
noticable and prices unchanged. Virginia 
has been rather quiet for the moment, as 
there is little of the old crop available, and 
prices are maintained. The reports of the 
new season’s product continue favorable, and 
it is anticipated that the first parcel of the 
crop will be in the market ina few weeks, 
A parcel of 84 bags of old _ stock, 
ground, was offered at auction to-day but 
owing to no satisfactory bids being made the 
lot was withdrawn, it will probably be offered 
again on Friday next. 

Tin crystals are selling in a small way at un- 
changed prices, and are not particularly 
steady at the moment, although the price of 
the raw material is rather high. The attitude 
of the market, however, is probably due to 
the light demand that bas prevailed, together, 
according to report, with the fact that values 
are rather unsettled through the introduction 
of an adulterated article, which is being sold 
at low prices.

and when the traveler is leaving they are 
again brought to the custom house and ex- 
amined previous to shipment. 

Trinidad.—Commercial travelers may be 
allowed to clear as baggage such samples as 
are necessary for transacting their business, 
duty being paid on any part of them liable to 
duty. On the written application of commer- 
cial travelers, which is to be filed in the bag- 
gage warehouse wheu the cashier's receipt on 
it for the deposit is obtained, the landing 
waiter examining their baggage may, without 
reference to the collector, deliver goods 
liable to duty brought as samples on a deposit 
sufficient to cover the duty being made with 
the cashier, to be returned on the shipment of 
tht goods, provided the amount of duty in- 
volved does notexceed £5. If it exceeds that 
amount, the collector’s authority must be ob- 
tained. Owners of such goods are to be 
warned that the deposit will only be returned 
on production of the tide surveyor’s certifi- 
cate of having seen the goods aboard, such 
certificate to be endorsed on the receipt for 
the deposit, which is to be retained by the 
cashier when the deposit is returned. 

Windward Ielands (Grenada).—There are no 
regulations affecting commercial travelers 
generally, and samples are not duty free from 
import, although they are sometimes allowed 
to be passed duty free when they are found to 
be of no intrinsic value. 

St. Lucia.—Commercial travelers are not 
required to take out any license, nor are there 
any special customs regulations relating to 
them. The treasurer is authorized “to permit 
moderate samples to be taken of any goods 
and warehoused, without entry and without 
payment of duty, except as the same shall 
eventually become payable as a deficiency of 
the original quantity,” and “to permit the 
Owner of any warehoused gocds, under the 
supervision of a revenue Officer, to sort, sepa- 
rate, pack and repack any such goods, or to 
make such arrangement of them as may be 
necessary for their preservation or for their 
sale, shipment, or legal disposal.” 

Bahamas.—There are no regulations especi- 
ally affecting British commercial travelers, 
nor are there any customs regulations as to 
the introduction of travelers’ sampies. It is 
customary to admit them duty free provided 
they are of small value. 

Bermudas.—There are no special customs 
regulations affecting British commercial trav- 
elers, and travellers’ samples, when of no in- 
trinsic value, have hitherto been admitted 
free, ulthough these articles are not specially 
included in the table of exemptions, 

There are no regulations affecting commer- 
cial travelers in Bulgaria, France, Montene- 
gro, Portugal, Russia (excluding Finland), 
Turkey, Labuan and British North Borneo, 
and the Straits Settlements,

The fn- 
habitants of some small villages on the conti- 
nent could scarcely maintain the struggle for 
ezi*tence if it were not that nature produces 
dround them a quantity of plants fot which 
there is a constant commercial demand as 
articles of the materia medica. 


In thany parts of France, Belgium and Ger- 
thany, large Quantities of well known drugs 
ate produced; and among these are many very 
Mable to be affected in their quality by the 
methods of collecting adopted. Only those 
who have had experience in such an under- 
taking can have an adequate conception of 
the difficulties which lie in the way of the col- 
lector, and of those which are experienced in 
getting the persons actually carrying on the 
work to appreciate the importance of atten- 
tion to What may seem trifling details. Often, 
however, it is found that an old woitian, of 
individual who has had no technical educa- 
tion, knows more about the habit and nature 
ofthe plant upon which his or her living is 
mainly dependent, than many a scientist who 
can describe its proximate princifiles, or the 
peculiarities of its celluar arrangement. tt 
is, at all events, the collector, rather than the 
chemist or microscopist, who possesses the 
power of modifying the value of the drug, 
but the influence of the collector in this direc- 
tion is ulmostincalculable. Take, for,instance, 
the leaves of Digitalis purpurea (foxglove), 
a drug the importance of which, notwith- 
standing its many modern rivals, holds its 
placein the materia medica almost undis- 
tutbed. The experience of medical men as to 
the reliability of digitalis is by no theans inva- 
riable; it has even been believed that the 
therapeutical value of its preparations was 
likely to be different with every maker, ac- 
cording to the method and conditions of prep- 
aration. Possibly, however, it bas not been 
sufficiently appreciated tuat the variation of 
different samples may depend not only on the 
habitat of the particular plants which yielded 
them, but on the manner of collection. 


The gathering of foxgiove leaves is an im- 
portant industry in the districts of Thurin- 
gen, of the Taunus mountains, near the Rhine, 
and in the Black Forest, which are the princi- 
pal sources of the supply. The time of collec- 
tion is subject to very extended variation, de- 
pendent upon a number of causes, but its ad- 
vent is marked by the exodus from the vil- 
lages of women and children with large bags 
or baskets for the reception of the leaves. 

The leaves are taken before the flower stem 
has attained anything like its final length; in 
fact, it is still below the horizontal level of the 
leaves. The latter are still somewhat pale 
green in color, and covered all over with felt- 
like hairs; they have also a strong disagree- 
ablesmell. The experienced and conscien- 
tious collector selects leaves which are not 
widely dissimilar in size, and which are healthy 
and perfect in appearance, and he leaves such 
as have thick midribs, or as have been at- 
tacked by slugs or other animals. Special at- 
tention is paid to ensuring the rapid delivery 
of the Jeaves for drying, since by a delay even 
of a few hours they deteriorate in appearance 
and do not look sv well when dry, although 
“digitalis folia” are not so liable to fermenta- 
tion as many other drugs. 

The quantity of leaves collected is of course 
liable to variation, and with this the price, 
When ihe supply is very large the value of 


the drtig may fall as low as 14d. a pound, The 
local fluctuations in the price of digitalis are 
astemarkable as those of any drug in the 
great markets of the world. The collectors 
find sevéral outlets for the product of their 
labors, inclttding the pharmacist, the drug- 
gist, the herbalist and the wholesale drug- 
gist, who often purchases it even for export. 
To the business houses of these they repair as 
early as possible, thouch it is not policy to be 
athong the first, since the first few offers are 
generall} reftised in anticipation of the fall- 
ing of ptices as Competition arises. 

By séven in the motning a dozen or more 
women muy bé standing rotind the door of 
the pharmacy. each with her basket of fresh 
leaves, and each anxious to sell. Under such 
circumstances the advantage is on the chem- 
ist’s side, aud the market value rapidly falls, 


| since the formation of coalitions or “rings” is 


not yet understood by these simple peasants. 
Eventually, however, in one or two days at 
the most, every buyer has obtained as large a 


quantity of the leaves as he has space to dry, 
and then, of course, the surplus stock of the 
collectors; which cannot be disposed of, is en- 
tirely wasted by deterioration, unless the 
peasants attempt to dry it themselves. Some- 
times an enterprising individual will bay up 
the surplus—ot course at a very low price in- 
deed—and dry it as gy as possible in the 
most imperfect manner. In this way an infe- 
rior quality 1s produced, which is generally 
conéldered good enough for export to foreign 
countries, f the selected leaves to be found 
i thetins of the ¢hetnists in the neighbor- 
hoods where foxgloves gt0w be compar-d 
with average samples in London, it seems in- 
eredible that both should have been obtained 
from the same district and perhaps even from 
the same collector. 

The chances of collecting a second crop in 
the same season are not very promising. The 
drying of the leaves first collected, which is 
carried on onthe tops of the houses, takes at 
least a week, and by the end of that time the 
plants, under the influence of the genial sun- 
shine and warmth which generally obtain, 
will, in complete indifference to the interests 
of the collector, have followed their own in- 
stincts dnd cottitieticed to open their flowers, 
if, indeed, they are not if an adva.ced stage 
of blossoming. Simultaneotisly the leaves 
will have lost much of their early succtllence, 
and the midrib and veins will have developed 
and hardened, and consequently the = 
of the second gathering can —- be hig 
enough to render collection profitable. 

We have been so far reviewing the work of 
a gor d year, and of course it is not scones 
to explain that in some seasons the yield will 
be comparatively small, and the market value 
proportionately high. A considerable quan- 
tity of the digitalis is worked up at once into 
extract, or pressed to obtain the juice, in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of the vari- 
ous pharmacopceias. 

During the collection which is carried on in 
good seasons the apprentice of the pharma- 
cist here and there will probably be asking for 
a herbarium specimen, if he is not devoted 
enough to the science of botany to procure 
one himself. It is decidedly amusing to see 
the specimen which the ladies of the village 
belleve will satisfy the puasns scientist. The 
latter, of course, explains the necessity of 
haviug an entire plant, from the root to the 
flower, and, having impressed his ideas on the 
lady’s miad with words, and on her palm with 
silver simultaneously, he awaits with lively 
anticipations her next visit. No sooner does 
she appear than he at once asks if she has re- 
membered his specimen. Of course she has, 
and a very fine and large one it was, too, when 
she putitin the bag! Alas! « cold thrill runs 
through the student’s body as at the bottom 
of the said receptacle is found the herbarium 
s ecimen. It has been taken, root and all, 
with praiseworthy consideraticn, but is 
crushed and bruised in the most painful 
fashion, and the flowers lie dispersed in the 
corners of the bag. 

It is worthy of remark that the collection 
of the Trb is not entirely free from a certain 
kind of risk. The foresters do not contem- 
plate with any degree of complaceney or for- 
vearance the trampling down of the young 
trees by the collectors, and in many districts, 
although the foxgiove grows well and abund- 
antly, its gathering is not allowed--a factor 
that certainly has also a reflex action upon the 
development of the plants.—Chemist and 
Druggi-t.
